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FRENCH-STYLE AID, TRADE DISCUSSED

FRANCE has promised to increase, for 
the second year running, its aid budget. 
Readers will be excused a certain sceptic- 
ism as to the motive behind the increase. 
After all, President Mitterrand himself has 
said: ‘To help the Third World is to help 
France.” 

France has long professed Tiers Mon- 
diste sympathies. She has also long de- 
pended on trade with the underdeveloped 
world, particularly Africa, to maintain 
favourable: international trade balances. 
Profits and salaries repatriated from Ivory 
Coast in 1980. for example, were greater 
than total official French aid (ODA) for 
that year. Table 1 shows the extent to 
which France depends on trade with the 
underdeveloped world.

The very existence of the Franco- 
African Summit (now known as the Sum- 
mit of French and African Heads of State) 
is indicative of the high profile France 
maintains in Africa. So is the importance 
attached in France to the post of Co- 
operation and Development Minister. 
What other country would have the gall to 
suggest —— as was reported recently — that 














French troops replace the Cubans in Ango- 
la? The report is unconfirmed, but the 
currency it has been given is significant. 
What other industrialised-world Foreign 
Ministry holds regular high-level press 
conferences devoted solely to questions of 
‘Co-operation and Development’’? 

At last month’s conference in Paris, Jean 
Pierre Cot, the present incumbent at the 
Rue Monsieur, made it clear that domestic 
difficulties would not be allowed to 
squecze the aid programme. Those domes- 
tic difficulties are relatively severe. Mitter- 
rand’s Socialists are now well into the 
‘second phase”’ of their policy programme 
(a polite way of describing a U-turn?) and 
there are even proposals — abhorrent to 
the French — of increasing taxes on 
alcohol and cigarettes. 

As well as announcing an increase in the 
proportion of Gross National Product 
spent on ODA, M. Cot said France wanted 
to increase its sphere of influence in 
Africa. The aid increase and the spreading 
interests are trends discernible since the 
Socialists came to power in the Rose 
Summer of 1981. 

M. Cot announced that France would 
increase its aid to Africa and Central 
America (the almost exclusive French 
fields of action) to 20,000m. French Francs 
next year. This would represent 0.52 per 
cent of France’s Gross National Product 
(GNP), compared with 0.45 per cent in 
1982 and 0.35 per cent in 1981 when 
Mitterrand took power from Giscard. 

The Socialists announced early in Mit- 
terrand’s seven-year term that they in- 
tended French ODA to reach the UN- 
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recommended 0.7 per cent of GNP by 
1988. M. Cot added last month that his 
Government wanted the French presence 
to be extended “to the whole of Africa — 
English speaking, Portuguese speaking and 
Arab speaking”. He justified this neo- 
expansionism by citing the aims of the 
Organisation of African Unity. 

Indeed, the timing and location of this 
year’s Franco-Afncan Summit have a spe 
cial significance given the abortive OAU 
“Summit” of August. Although the Fran- 
co-African Summit may not numerically 
surpass Tripoli, it will be an opportunity 
for several non-attenders at Tripoli formal- 
ly to meet. (Zaire was not invited to Tripoli 
because of the resumption of diplomatic 
relations with Israel.) Some countries 
boycotted Gaddafi’s Summit because 27f 
the admission of the Saharwi Arab Demo- 
cratic Republic and others because of the 
presence of Gaddafi. Paris was dis- 
appointed at the non-attendance of many 
Francophones at Tripoli; Kinshasa may be 
an opportunity for corridor lobbying on the 
OAU issue. 


Jean Pierre Cot attended the recent 


meetings of tne World Bank and the 


International Monetary Fund in Toronto; 
at which he preached, along ‘with French ° 


Finance Minister Jaques Delors, the gospel 
of ‘‘co-operation’’. This may have raised 
the hackles of monetarist devotees like 
Thatcher and Reagan (whose countries 
have been cutting aid programmes), but 
the French have a more extensive — and 
profitable — experience to draw upon. 

It is only in the last couple of years that 
the financial arrangement whereby the 
CFA Franc is tied to the “Franc Metro” 
has been a drain on Pans. Throughout the 
sixties and seventies those African coun- 
tries required to hold most of their reserves 
in central regional banks (and thus in 
Paris) had trade surpluses. This meant a 
profit for Paris in return for a stable 
currency in Africa. It is unlikely Paris will 
abandon the arrangement now It is, tem- 
porarily, a burden. 

In Toronto Jaques Delors advocated a 
‘comprehensive approach to world econo- 
mic problems’”’. He called for a one hun- 
dred per cent increase in the rescurces of 
the International Monetary Fund and for 
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lower interest rates (both demands being a 
swipe at the US). 

Delors went on to make a special plea 
for Africa: “African countries deserve 
precedence, in view of their handicaps and 
also in view of their resources’’. He noted 
that new borrowings by underdeveloped 
countries in 1981 and 1982 had barely kept 
up with their debt service burden, meaning 
that international financial operations car- 
ried out in those two years had not released 
any additional funds for development. 

Delors also made a special plea for the 
poorest countries (UN tag: “Least De- 
veloped countries’’). Well he might, for 
many of France’s former colonies are 
members of that least desirable of clubs. 
The Paris Conference on the Least De- 
veloped Countries showed, he said, that 
those countries were more vulnerable than 
others to changes in the world economy. 
The solution to this included a “‘indispens- 
able increase in ODA, especially in the 
form of concessional flows’’. 

As usual, there was little or no reference 
to what these “‘flows’’ would be used for. 
The post Second World War boom in the 
industrialised world has engendered the 
dangerous assumption that profit- 
motivated capitalist investment, of virtual- 
ly any sort, is the panacea to all ills. Even 
the industrialised countries for whom capi- 
talist development has been a maternal 
success are beginning to question this 
assumption. Development aid” :: often 
just capitalist investment by-anothername. 

With all this beguiling tail: of “‘interna- 
tionalism”, ‘‘co-operation”’ and ‘‘develop- 
ment” it is easy to-forget that France’s 
relationship with Africa is essentially a 


‘neo-colonial one, a less than subtle con- 
“tinuation of the naked exploitation:which 
-occurred in yesteryear. From the Paris 
"end, it is clear that the professed Socialist 


aims of the present administration do. not 
reach beyond Frdnce’s-own:.berders. The 
recent visit of that decidedly non-practising 
Socialist, Sékou Touré, of -Guinea,,.and 


_Mitterrand’s planned visit ‘to Mobutu’s 


Zaire, are ample evidence of the double 
standards which apply. But when ~ 
morals ever dictated foreign policy’: . in 
Europe. America, Asia or Africa? ~

UNITA LISBON COMMUNIQUE CHARGES CUBA WITH GENOCIDE

LISBON. — The Unita 
rebel movement yester- 
day denied a recent 
charge by the Angolan 
Government tiat it had 
carried out massacres and 
accused Cuban forces of 
napalm attacks on areas 
controlled by Unita fight- 
ers. 

A Unita communique 
distributed in Lisbon said 
the massacre charges lev- 
elled against it were part 
of a Soviet-orchestrated 
campaign. 

The official Luanda 
Press recently accused 
Unita of killing 450 
people and wounding 240 
in attacks on the willages 
of Bunjei and Chishama 
on Angola’s centraf pla- 
teau. 

“Unita categorically 
denies the existence and 
practise of such acts and 
points out to international 
public opinion that this 
campaign , mounted by 
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mention any casualties, 
but Mavinga, in south- 
eastern Angola, is where 
the Unita leader, Dr Jo- 
nas Savimbi, has his head- 


It was in the forests 
around Mavinga in An- 





ce that Dr Savimbi held a 
Unita Congress last sum- 
mer to which he invited a 
handful of Western news- 
men. 

The communique said 
the attacks were part of a 
three-pronged offensive 
using 5 000 Cuban troops 
and 12 000 Angolan Gov- 
ernment soldiers backed 
by tanks, MiG fighters 
and helicopter gunships. 

Unita said the aim of 

the offensive was to drive 
its fighters out of areas 
they had controlled for 
the last three years. 
_ “Given the fact that the 
Cubans have chosen the 
path of violence, Unita is 
forced to give an immedi- 
ate response. All the 
country will shortly be 
covered by guerrillas and 
the Angolan economy 
will be completely para- 
lysed by Unita,” the com- 
munique concluded. —

FLEC REPORTEDLY WEAKENED BUT STILL ACTIVE

[Text] Cabinda, Northwest Angola, October 4--Separatists fighting for the in- 
dependence of Angola's oil-rich Cabinda enclave have been weakened considerably 
but can still harass Luanda's forces, according to various sources here. 


A senior official in the Tando-Zinze district on the border with Zaire, which 
five years ago was almost totally controlled by the Cabinda Enclave Liberation 
Front (FLEC), said the movement now consists only of "a handful of bandits" and 
its activities are practically "non-existent." 


Other Angolan sources said that starving FLEC guerrillas, weakened by internal 
dissension, now only emerged from the jungle to steal food from civilian vehi- 
cles. 


However, one source said that the FLEC was still causing a security problem 
with operations against military and civilian traffic in Tando-Zinze, as well 
as in Necuto-Luango further north and in Massabi-Sanga Mongo in the west on 
the border with Congo. | 


But Western sources said the FLEC was not split into five factions, of which 
only three were military active. All demand independence for Cabinda, which is 
separated by 60 km (40 miles) of coastline from Angola proper. 


Oil Wealth 


Zaire and Congo would »oth like to control its oil wealth, not to mention the 
Western oil companies. and "liberation" movements have multiplied since before 
Angolan independence in 19/75? 


The several thousand Cubans guarding the oilfields have not been called on to 
combat the FLEC since 1979, but have been kept in reserve for emergencies. 
Security has been maintained solely by the Angolan armed forces. 


Some 4,000 Angolans who fled to Zaire have now returned and rebuilt their 
villages destroyed by the FLEC, according to the authorities. One village, 

















Bonde Grande, lost 34 of its 50U inhabitants in 1976 and was deserted for two 
years, but now has a population of 375, though local officials still go around 
armed. 


One former officer in the FLEC's Lobota faction who had surrendered to the 
Angolans told this correspondent that the movement had split along tribal 
lines and relations between the various factions were very poor. 


He added that his faction had operated in close cooperation with Zairean author- 
ities, who closed their eyes to cross-border movements. But things had changed 
since the 1978 meeting between Zairean President Mobutu Sese Seko and then 
Angolan President Agostinho Neto. (A.F.P.)

ANGOLA, MOZAMBIQUE SEEN DERIVING BENEFITS FROM LOME CONVENTION

The decision by Angola and Mozambique to join next year's talks fora 
new Lomé Convention is being described as a “major diplomatic 
breakthrough” by European Commission officials. By indicating that 
they will be sending representatives to the Lomé talks which open in 
Brussels next September. Angola and Mozambique, the only two 
independent black African states still outside the Lomé framework, have 
put an end to almost five years of uncertainty and diplomatic isolation. 

The two countries’ decision to join the Lomé negotiations is seen as 
evidence that both Angola and Mozambique, who at present have 
observer status in the Comecon organisation, are now ready to boost 
economic and political links with the West in general and the European 
Community in particular. 

The two countries have also become eligible for almost $17m. in 
immediate European aid for rural development projects. The money was 
blocked for over a year by the German Government which stressed that 
the funds would be released once Angola and Mozambique signalled 
their interest in joining the Lomé Convention. In response to requests 
from Angola and Mozambique that they be allowed to sign bilateral 
pacts with the EEC, the Commission replied that ‘“‘Lomé was the only 
framework for co-operation available for African states”. 

The advantages of Lomé membership were described to both 
governments by EEC Commissioner for development, Edgard Pisani 
who visited Angola and Mozambique in February this year. Once inside 
Lomé, both countries are expected to receive a massive transfer of EEC 
funds, which could be as high as $150m. for Mozambique and almost 
$80m. for Angola. The Convention's system for the stabilisation of 
export earnings (Stabex) is expected to become applicable for Angola's 
exports of coffee, cotton and groundnuts and Mozambique’s exports of 
cashew nuts, cotton and sisal. Mineral development in both countries 
could receive aid from the Convention's system for the exploitation and 
exploration of minerals, also known as “‘sysmin”. 

European experts are also putting the emphasis on the political 
support they could lend both countries in their struggle against South 
African domination. Both Luanda and Maputo were undoubtedly 
influenced by the emphasis on good relations with the EEC put by Sam 
Nujoma, leader of the South West African Peoples Organisation 














(SWAPO). when he recently visited Brussels. Other southern African 
leaders have also been pressing both countries to boost EEC ties. 

in separate letters to Edgard Pisami, both Luanda and Maputo stress 
that they will be taking part in the negotiations next year. They also 
recognise the EEC’s “geographical delimitation”, that is the fact that 
West Berlin is an integral part of the Federal Republic of Ger:aany. 
Reluctance to agree to such a clause is believed to be one “technical” 
reason for the delay in joining the Lomé Convention. ‘‘The decision to 
join Lomé taken by Angola and Mozambique is undoubtedly prompted 
by both internal and external reasons, including their need for foreign 
investments, “said one EEC official in Brussels, who noted that 
Portugal, the former colonial power in both countires, which hopes to 
join the EEC by 1984 could also have played an “important persuasive 
role’. ‘For us in any case, it is an important political success just before 
the crucial Lomé talks’’, he said.

POSSIBLE ADVANTAGES OF FRENCH TROOP REPLACEMENT DISCUSSED

ACCORDING to French sources the main 
topic at the France-African Summit in 
Kinshasa at the weekend was to be aid — 
France has recently increased its aid 
budget and declared the intention of 
reaching a level of aid equivalent to 0.7 per 
cent of aer Gross National Product (the 
UN-recommended target for Official De- 
velopment Assistance) by 1988 and Presi- 
dent Mitterrand has pointed out, ‘‘to help 
the Third World is to help France’’. The 
table showing France’s recent trading ba- 
lances which appeared in last week’s issue 
showed that President Mitterrand was 
uttering a truism rather than an exhorta- 
tion. 

Invitations to the summit have been 
generously distributed and attendance was 
likely to be larger than it was for the OAU 
Summit in Tripoli — the Kinshasa meeting 
did not require a quorum — and it is 
probable that discussion would range 
rather more widely than merely aid, impor- 
tant though the matter is to all the African 
participants. 

It seems highly unlikely that in this 
particular gathering — offering such a wide 
cross-section of African nations and atti- 
tudes — the recent proposal that French 
troops might replace Cuban troops in 
Angola would be avoided. From the 
French point of view it would be an 
opportunity to discover discreetly how 
various African governments. as well as 
Angola, may feel about the idea. The 
presence of French troops in independent 
African countries is no new concept, even 
in a country which was not once a French 
colony as is evidenced by Zaire itself. 


The object of exchanging French for 
Cuban troops — and Kinshasa is conve- 
niently placed for assessing the all- 
important Angolan attitude to such a swap 
— is, in effect, to call the bluff of South 
Africa’s Prime Minister, Mr. Botha, who 
has made it plain that it is present Pretoria 
policy to remain in Namibia (and in South- 
ern Angola as well) while there are Cuban 
communist troops in Angola, ignoring the 
fact that they are only there to help to 
defend Angola against the incursions of 
South African forces. If the Cuban soldiers 
— there has been no demand from South 
Africa that Cuban civilian helpers, such as 
doctors, should also leave — were to quit 
Angola, then one major plank of Mr. 
Botha’s platform would be splintered be- 
fore his eyes. If the departing troops were 
to be replaced by, say, French troops, then 
Angola could still feel secure. It is highly 
unlikely that the South African govern- 
ment would countenance action against the 
forces of such an important trading partner 
as France. Even if the Americans, who 
have supported Mr. Botha’s ‘‘anti- 
communist’ demands for Cuban withdraw- 
al, have their some slight misgivings be- 
cause of President Mitterrand’s Socialist 
label, they would no doubt recognise that 
the orientation seems more for domestic 
consumption than for serious guidance in 
Africa where it appears that the French 
policy would be much more likeiy to be 
one of trade following the flag. : 

Even should the French offer prove 
unacceptable to Angola, the idea of substi- 
tuting other so!diers —- with less politically 
emotive (to some people) affiliations — for 
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the Cuban troops would bear pursuing 
further. For example, the five Lusophone 
countries have recently made it plain that 
they are now shedding their suspicions 
about Portugal and looking forward to a 
period of mutually beneficial co-operation. 
Perhaps such co-operation might extend to 
helping to defend Angola against possible 
South African “intrusions”. If, however — 
as would be quite understandable — the 
memories of the independence struggle are 
sull too vivid for the Angolans to be able to 
tolerate Portuguese troops within their 
borders. then perhaps Brazilian forces 
could be considered. Indeed, they might be 
preferable to French soldiers since as 
fellow lusophones there should be fewer 
problems of communication. Politically, 
too, Brazilians should be sufficiently non- 
communist for the Americans to accept 
without a qualm and Mr. Botha not to be 
able to complain. 

(It may be significant for Mr. Botha that 
his nuisance value arm in Angola, Jonas 
Savimbi's Unita forces, are probably about 
to lose their last tenuous links with China 
— which presumably Mr. Botha did not 
consider to be communist — since Peking 
has set about establishing fnendly relations 
with the MPLA government in Luanda. 
What weight of assistance Mr. Savimbi has 
been receiving from China is uncertain, 
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but surely it has been sufficient for a 
politician, and Mr. Botha is certainly of 
that ilk, to discover that he has been 
mistakenly cherishing a viper and that, 
even though belatedly, it behoves him to 
end the relationship and leave Mr. Savimbi 
to fend for himself. Indeed, were Mr. 
Botha sincere in wishing to see the Cuban 
forces departing from Angola this would 
be a practical step towards attaining that 
end since Cubans are also engaged in 
helping the Angolans to combat Unita 
forces. With Mr. Savimbi neutered part at 
least of their occupation would be gone. ) 
The main thing is to get the South 
Africans out of Angola and Namibia and 
bring Namibia to independence. It has 
been hinted that a settlement in Namibia ts 
within reach with the five-nation “contact 
Group” having over the years managed to 
talk down many of South Africa’s pre- 
tended objections but that the presence of 
Cuban soldiers in Angola is the ‘king log” 
in this particular jam. If the French initia- 
tive, or an agreed development from it, can 
get that “log’’ moving and the whole 
process flowing to Namibian freedom and 
a restoration of peace and stability in 
Southern Africa then President Mitterrand 
and France would indeed have served 
Africa — and the whole world — well and 
would undoubtedly reap tangible rewards.

OIL PRODUCTION FIGURES--Cabinda, Northwest Angola, October 15--Gulf Oil's 
production in the Angolan enclave of Cabinda will rise by about 35,000 
barrels a day to 110,000 barrels next year, according to a company 
spokesman. Gulf, 49 percent partner with the National Angolan Oil Company 
Sonangol, will be opening up the giant Takula field producing 14,000 barrels 
a day, step up output of the Kungola field by 9,000 barrels, and begin 
secondary recuperation by gas injection of a further 10,000 barrels in wells 
in the Malongo West and Malongo North fields. Gulf currently produces 61 
percent of Angola's oil and while this share is expected to fall by 1985 as 
other European companies increase their operations, its total output in that 
year is expected to rise to 200,000 barrels a day. Angola's production as 
a whole by 1985 will be half a million barrels in Sonangol's estimates, 

An informed source said that negotiations were currently underway to increase 
the American company's profit on its oil, which had remained at one dollar 

a barrel since 1978. Gulf was said to be seeking a 50 percent rise because 
of inflation and the major investments it had made in Angola. (A.F.P.)

TROUBLESOME SITUATION IN CABINDA~--Cabinda, North-West Angola, October 12-- 
The Angolan province of Cabinda, an oil-rich enclave on the Atlantic coast 
bordering Zaire, is passing through a period of serious industrial and 
agricultural problems, The timber industry, one of the main natural 
resources aficr oil is suffering from a lack of specialist workers and a 
shortage of equipment, including saws, loaders and other vehicles. The 
nationalised company Emprof, which has 546 people on its payroll, only 
managed to produce one~tenth of its schedule last year, The privately-owned 
plywood manufacturer Mabe has also run into trouble. A team of Italian 
technicians is currently struggling to repair machinery that broke down 
years ago and production has been hit by a lack of trained workers and a 
high rate of absenteeism, The industrial infrastructure here is fragile 
and only a few factories are still in production. (A.F.P.) [Text]

National Liberation Front (FNLA) have captured the village of Kimbele in 
northern Angola after a five-month siege, according to an FNLA statement 
quoted by the right-wing Portuguese weekly Tempo. The statement said the 
FNLA took 13 Angolan Army soldiers prisoner in the village near the Zaire 
border while seven others surrendered, The guerrillas also seized arms 

and military equipment from the government forces. The statement said that 
the FNLA, which it claimed was "very active" in northern and Central Angola, 
is currently headed by a politico-military council. It named members of 
this council as Colonel Alfonso Castro Tonta and Majors Garcia Salva and 
Sebastiao Pinto, FNLA president Holden Roberto is said to be living in

PRIORITY TO AGRICULTURE--Luanda, October 3--Angola has a serious food crisis and 
the government will henceforth give more priority to agriculture, according to 
the country's economic production chief. Andre Pitra (Petroff), former police 
chief and ex-governor of Huambo Province who was named Secretary for Production 
in the ruling MPLA party Central Committee in July, told AFP that the regime had 
to "try to correct errors, reorganise state structures and get production going 
again in both state and private sectors."

"We have to make the 
revolution from that base," he said. The government had not given enough atten- 
tion to agriculture, and links between the peasants and the urban workers had

One member said Togo- 
lese soldiers recently came 
through Pillar 4 at Fiho- 
korpe at Aflao to kidnap a 
PDC member called Au- 
gustine Fiho who was on a 
border patrol.

WITHOUT prejudice to any negotia- 
tions going on now between the 
Ghana Government and VALCO, the 
GRAPHIC feels obliged to inform the 
people once again about the value of 
electric power and the price VALCO 
should pay. 

For some time now, the Resident Di- 
rector of VALCO has taken the trou- 
bie to explain away the supposedly

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Until recently, VALCO’s parent com- 
pany was paying 17.3 mills per kilo- 
watt hour to the Bonneville Power 
Administraticn in the US. That was 
more than THREE times what Gha-

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POWER FROM AKOSOMBO MAY BE REDUCED

[Text] Power supply from the Akosombo Hydro Electric Dam to some customers 
may be reduced due to a fall in the lake's water level, 





In recent times, the Volta Lake has fallen to a level below 248 feet which 
is the minimum level the lake should recede to during the dry season, 


A statement from the office of the PNDC yesterday said should the lake fall 
below the minimum level it would become necessary to reduce electricity 
supply to some customers, 


It said for the past few years, rainfall had been persistently poor in the 
northern belt which constitutes the catchment area for the lake, As a result 
the minimum lake level had fallen progressively from 267.6 feet in 1975 to 
an all-time alarming low of 247.3 feet this year. 


In addition, the annual in-flow into the lake has dropped this year to a 
little above one-third of the average annual in-flow required to operate the 
hydro station at the current power level. 


The statement said it had become necessary to take immediate action to 
reduce the energy generated from the Akosombo reservoir in order not to 
jeopardise the normal operational range of the elevation for the operation 
of the turbines next year. 


Indeed such an action will be in accordance with current contracts of Volta 
River Authority (VRA) to reduce power to customers in case of unavoidable 
circumstances arising from a shortage of water in the Volta Lake. 


The Volta Aluminium Company (VALCO) which consumes about 65 percent of the 
energy from Akosombo and all VRA customers are expected to co-operate fully 


in resolving the problem so that the lake would rise to the normal level of 
at least 252.5 feet by October 1983, the statement added,

CHEMICALS FOR STRANGE CROP DISEASE FOUND 
Accra DAILY GRAPHIC in English 25 Sep 82 p 5

[Text] The Ministry of Agriculture has named two chemicals it considers 
the most effective for fighting the cassava mealy-bug (Phenococus Manihoti) 
disease which has affected many crops in parts of southern Ghana. 


The two chemicals, Aqtellic and Perfeakthion, have been accepted as the 
best out of a range of others because of their low poisonous effects. 


Speaking in an interview in Accra yesterday, Mr C.H. Anamoah, Regional Plant 
Protection and Quarantine Officer disclosed that the disease is at present 
prevalent in the Volta Region, parts of Greater Accra and on the fringes of 
the Eastern Region. 


The division, Mr Anamoah said, is set to tackle and fight the mealy-bug as 
soon as chemicals for spraying arrive in the country but indicated that 
transportation would be the other constraint that will delay the mass 
spraying. 


He rejected the felling of trees as a solution to the disease and said the 
disease was first detected in 1979 in cassava plants and had spread to Ada 
by 1980. 


He said its effect on cassava is more serious because it prevents photo- 
synthesis and starves the plant of the minerals it needs for production. 


In an interview with Professor E. Bortei-Buku, Secretary of Agriculture, 

he disclosed that his Ministry has obtained import licence for Shell Ghana 
Limited to bring in the needed chemicals to fight the disease and appealed 
to the Bank of Ghana to expedite action on the transfer of foreign exchange 
for this purpose, 














Professor Bortei-Buku disclosed further that a committee has been set up 
to draw a national action programme to combat the disease, Lecturers in 
plant protection in the three universities have been co-opted to serve on 
the committee, he added. 


The Secretary hinted that he has asked the Food and Agricultural Organisation 
(FAO) to provide expertise as well as organise international support for the 
eradication of the disease,

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ELC LOAN--The European Economic Community (EEC) is to provide approximately 
¢86 million (European Community Unit) (ECU 32,776,692) or US $31 million to 
Ghana to compensate for the shortfall in the country's earnings from the 
export of cocoa beans and cocoa products to the Community in 1981. Of the 
amount, ECU 25.6 million is in the form of an interest-free loan and ECU 
7.2 million is a grant to be utilised on development projects to be agreed 
upon between the government and the Community. A release issued by a 
delegation of the EEC in Accra said these funds were being provided under 
the stabilisation of export earnings (STABEX) system contained in the second 
Lome Convention. The convention was signed in 1979 by the member states of 
the European Economic Community and the African Caribbean and Pacific (ACP) 
Countries, It covers the five-year-period 1980 to 1985. The STABEX system 
aims at remedying the harmful effects of the instability of export earnings 
on economic growth in the ACP countries. The release recalls that this is 
the second time that Ghana has received assistance under the STABEX system, 
In 1976, ECU 5,2 million was provided in respect of a shortfall in timber 
export earnings to the Community in 1975. In another development, the 
Community has agreed to grant Ghana about ¢240,850 (87,000 dollars) to 
combat the outbreak of cholera, according to a release from the delegation 
of the EEC in Accra, The release says the funds will be used to provide 
drugs and other medical supplies together with spare parts to repair 20 
pick-ups provided by the EEC in 1980 for the yaws/yellow fever campaign

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SUCCESSION OF HOUPHOUET-BOIGNY CONSIDERED 





IVORY COAST

Political stability has become precarious. At the 
centre of calculations is the succession to President 
Félix Houphouét-Boigny, who resolutely refuses to 
hint how he intends to manage the transition period. 
The Ivorian élite is kept constantly guessing, and foreign 
diplomats are now on the lookout for the slightest indica- 
tion that one of the top political barons has got an 
advantage over the others. But Houphouét-Boigny, a 
wily politician and traditional Baoulé chief, still controls 
all key decisions and appointments. 

Flanked by Ghana and Liberia, the Ivory Coast has 
many of the familiar elements which spur unrest: an 
ossified political oligarchy, tribal competition, a rapidly 
growing educated youth, expatriate dominance through- 
out the economy, aid inadequate foreign exchange 
revenue following the collapse of cocoa and coffee 
prices. Oil is a firm prospect (see box overleaf), but apart 
from the difficulty of using oi] revenue well, the aged 
(85°) and ailing Houphouet-Boigny cannot guarantee 
that he will remain until oil revenue is there to smooth 
the succession. 

It will be recalled that in 1980 he introduced a con- 
stitutional change making the presidential successor the 
vice-president and not the president of the national 
assembly. But he has retused so far to designate a vice- 
president. keeping open his options and assuring his 
own predominance through the constant rivalry of the 
regime's ambitious potentates and the political clans 
which have formed around them. He appears to want to 
remain president at least until the completion of his 
fitth presidential term in 1985. 

The uncertainties and growing power vacuum has 
brought a troubling fin de régne atmosphere in Abidjan, 
where political malaise has been compounded by the 
economic crisis, reducing the amount of patronage the 
yovernment has available to satisty the educated youth, 
already hit by unemployment and rampant inflation. 
it unrest along the lines of the recent coup attempt in 
Kenya is judged as premature. more disturbances at the 
university and perhaps in Abidjan’s popular quarters 
like Treichville and Adjamé should not be ruled out 
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during the coming year. 

While the élite within the ruling Parti Democratique 
de la Cote d'Ivoire-Rassemblement Démocratique 
Africain (PDCI-RDA) is jockeying for position, the 
ambitions of the increasingly well-educated youth are 
growing and, more importantly, are changing in nature. 
There are two points: 1) Most young people with 
university and high school diplomas are now seeking 
government positions. Hence they view French coopér- 
ants as a brake on their ambitions. The 40 000 French- 
men living and working in the Ivory Coast are to be 
found at every’ echelon of the state administration, 
parastatals and private business. A confidential govern- 
ment survey estimates that about 7,000 Ivorian univer- 
sity graduates will be unemployed by 1985. The 
commercial pervasiveness of the 80,000 Lebanese 
merchants in the country is also much resented by the 
youth and the budding Ivorian bourgeoisie. ivorianisa- 
tion of the economy is bound to become an increasingly 
important political issue, which is likely to become 
potent when the president dies, or retires. 2) the lack 
of freedom of expression now appears to be the 
Students’ principal bone of contention. Last winter a 
conference at Abidjan university on this theme (which 
was approved by party officials) deteriorated into a 
brawl when bus-loads of gendarmes sudden!y and 
surprisingly arrived at the campus. (This event may well 
have been designed by certain barons in the govern- 
ment who hoped to benefit from the feeling of 
insecurity which was created). The focus of attention 
was Laurent Gbagbo, a young university lecturer, who 
has since come to represent a symbol of resistance and 
protest, from his exile in France, to Ivorian corruption. 

[he attempt to rejuvenate and democratise the PDCI 
internally after the 1980 congress has not altered the 
basic political ground rules. Local, regional and national 
party delegates and members of the National Assembly 
were mostly replaced, thus reinforcing the president's 
authority: the newcomers largely lack the political 
clout te become forces in their own right. At the same 
time he greatly complicated the political line-up by 





clipping the wings of his once heir-apparent, Philippe 
Yacé, in the process automatically opening the way for 
half a dozen independent centres of power and decision. 

Although the country has enjoyed remarkable 
stability and economic prosperity since independence, 
it has only been the president’s skill as a pragmatic 
politician that has managed to weld together a nation 
characterised by regional and tribal differences which 
are greater than commonly accredited. Basically, he 
believes that it is a waste of time to bother with politics, 
public debate and an opposition capable of airing its 
views. In his view, such endeavours only slow economic 
development and the creation of wealth from which all 
[vorian citizens should eventually benefit. The guiding 
principle behind this rudimentary political philosophy 
is: enrichissez-vous. At the same time, he has won the 
West’s support by saying that if he was not helped, 
communists would take over. (About 400 crack French 
paratroopers are based at Port Bouet, strategically situa- 
ted between Abidjan and the airport). Now the United 
States is seeking financially to bail out the Ivorian 
economy in the expectation of petro-dollar wealth in 
1985-86, when offshore oil reserves are due to come on 
stream. 


All the tribes 

The Akan-speaking people in the east of the country, 
related to the Ashanti in Ghana, dominate the state 
bureaucracy. Their ranks are divided into five groups: 

@The Agni tribe had the earliest contact with Europeans 
on the coast and established plantations with serf-type 
labour. Having benefitted from rapid access to education 
under French colonial rule, the Agni reckon that they are 
the most evolved tribe in the country, and, consequently, 
look down upon other tribes, including the Baoulé. Tradi- 
tionally they have opposed the PDCI, a throw-back to the 
days wren they were the driving force in the pre-independence 
Parti Progressiste de la COte-d'Ivoire (PPCI). They have been 
somewhat pushed to the side in Houphouet-Boigny’s reign. 
Some Agni leaders claim it is the ‘historical revenge’ of the 
Baoulé. Among Agni potentates are Amoakon Thiemmelé, 
minister of foreign trade, Antoine Bra Tanoh, minister of the 
envionment, and Bernard Ehui, state secretary for industry. 
®BThe Baoulé have since independence firmly held the essential 
levers of power in the government, armed forces and state 
administration. Baoulés include the minister of defence, 
minister of the interior, president of the national assembly, 
president of the supreme court, minister of justice, 
commander of the elite armoured brigade, commander of 
the crack parachute unit, and the Grand Chancellor. The 
Banque Nationale pour |'Epargne et la Construction (BNEC}, 
Caisse Autonome d’Amortissement (CAA), the organisation 
which oversees the Ivory Coast’s foreign debt, /e Port 
Autonome d ‘Abidjan, are Baoulé-managed. Such parastatals 
as SKOGI, SOPIM and SETU, are also dominated by them. it 
is often said that a non-Baoulé successor to Houphouet- 
Boigny is inconceivable. 

@ The Ebrie people were the first inhabitants of the Abidjan 
region. Their principal hope is Emmanuel Dioullo, mayor 
of Abidjan, a favourite of Therese Houphouet-Boigny, the 
president's wife, and also closely allied with Henn Konan 
Bedie, the present front runner in the succession race (AC 
Vol 23 No 2). 

wThe small Alladjan people, situated in the Jacqueville area. 
Philippe Yacé is in their ranks. 

SThe Apollo ethnic group has lost influence since the 
mysterious death last year of minister of state Jean-Baptiste 
Mockey, but still have foreign minister Assene Usher 
Assouanin in government circles.

The only potential tribal opposition to Baoulé hege- 
mony could come from the western region, in particular 
from the Bété people. Most political analysts believe that 
the Bété as an ethnic group are opposed to the Baoulé- 
dominated central government and as a force in the 
army could seek to turn the tables in the post-Houphouét 
era. In fact, it is only a segment of the Bété people 
which can be said to oppose the Baoulé. The president 
has gone out of his way to integrate them into the state 
hierarchy through numerous prestigious government 
jobs. The Bété can be broken down into four clans 
based in four urban areas: 

SThe Bété from Daloa have in the cabinet Maurice Séry 
Gnoleba, minister of planning and finance; Dénis Bra Konan, 
minister of agriculture; and as a hanger-on, Jean Larougnon 
Guédé, former minister of scientific research. Daloa people 
are well-placed in the security forces. They include the 
commander of the national police, Commander Larougnon,; 
national security director Séry Kouassi; and commander- 
in-chief of the armed forces, Gen. Zézé Barouan. 

BThe Bété from Issia have young and ambitious PDCI execu- 
tive committee member Alphonse Djedje Mady; Guamene 


Gnobo, state secretary for security affairs; and Ipeaud Lago, 
head of the préfet system. 


®The Bété from Soubré have Charles Donwahi, a PDCI 
political bureau member and influential power broker in the 
private and parastatal sectors. 

@The Beté from Gagnoa. Traditionally opposed to the PDCI, 
they caused a lot of embarrassment to the president in the 
early 1970s when they protested en masse against state 
authority before being ruthlessly subdued by the armed 
forces. Since then they have remained fairly quiet. 

The Far West region, bordering on Guinea-Conakry 
and Liberia, has three main ethnic groups — the Guéré, 
Wobé and Yacouba — centred around the towns of Man, 
Duekoué and .Danane. From this area are Guy Dibo, 
minister of petroleum and mines (particularly close to 
the president) and Loua Diomandé, mayor of Man and 
vice-president of the national assembly. 

The northern region has a population which is closely 
related to those in Mali and the Upper Volta. The two 
pivotal tribes in the area are: 

®The Senoufo live just north of the Baoulé area, from Katiola 
to the Malian border. Among the Senouto potentates are 
Thomas Acquin Ouattara, mayor of Katiola and first com- 
mander-in-chief of the Ivorian army; Gen. Gaston Ouassana 
Koné, the hardline minister of internal security; Balla Keita, 
minister of scientific research; Dan Fologo, minister of youth 
and sport; and Abdoulaye Koné, minister of the economy 
and finance. 

SThe Malinké are located closer to the Guinean frontier 
between Touba and Odienne. Their political representatives 
include primarily Lamine Fadika, minister of maritime 
affairs, and Amadou Koné, former minister of health. Abou 
Doumbia is director of the Société Ivonenne de Banque 
(SIB), affiliated to the French nationalised Crédit Lyonnais, 
in which Guillaume Houphouet-Boigny, the president's son, 
is a shareholder. The Malinké are well implanted in tradi- 
tional trading activities. 

If tribal differences are essential to an understanding 
of the basic workings of the Ivorian political system, 
personal and generation questions also play a crucial 
role. The above Ivorian political élite can be broken 
down into three: the Old Guard, the Technocrats, them- 
selves split into two different categories dependent on 
the date of their entry into the cabinet, and the “Young 
Lions”. 

The Old Guard is composed of politicians usually 60 
years and older who participated with Houphouet- 














Boigny in pre-independence politics. This group evolved 
in the presidential entourage, occupying in the past all 
key government posts. Auguste Denise is a Baoulé- 
French Antilles metis who is minister of state without 
portfolio. He is reportedly ill and has no personal 
political ambitions. Mamadou Coulibaly, a Malinké from 
Qdienne, is president of the economic and social com- 
mittee and treasury of the PDCI; while influential he 
has few personal ambitions for post-Houphouet politics. 
Koffi Gadeau, a Baoulé from Tiebissou, formerly 
minister of the interior, now holds the post of Grand 
Chancellor. Antoine Konan Kanga, 2 Baoulé, mayor 
of Abidjan until 1980 when he was unseated by Emman- 
eul Dioullo. (Closely linked to Philippe Yacé, Kanga’s 
downfall was a skirmish in the Yacé-Konan Bedié 
imbroglio). Mathieu Ekra,an Abouré from Bonoua, holds 
the pivotal post as state minister for the reform of state 
corporations. He has been a lynchpin of the Houphouét- 
Boigny system, serving in a succession of sensitive posts. 
He has a reputation for honesty and does not publicly 
show his ambitions. Going against him is the fact that 
he is not a Baoulé. Alexis Thierry-Lebbe, a Dida from 
Fresco, is known in government. circles as “Monsieur 
Fidelité” because of his close attachment to the presi- 
dent. He is feared by Ivorian political barons who 
sarcastically refer to him as the “CIA’’, due to his repu- 
tation as the president’s eyes and ears.’ Without 
Houphouét-Boigny, Thierry-Lebbé has no power base, 
and is likely to fade at the same time as Houphouet- 
Boigny. Camille Alliali, a Baoulé from a village close to 
Yamoussoukro, the president’s home town, is minister 
of justice and informal head of the PDCI as the para- 
mount member of the executive council. He is very 
ambitious, although at present an outsider in the success- 
ion marathon. Last but not least is Philippe Yacé, in 
in relative eclipse since he lost his post as head of the 
national assembly. He is MP and mayor of Jacquevile. 


Technocrats hold sway 


The group of technocrats can be divided into a) 
those who came to the forefront of political life at the 
end of the 1950s following the French doi-cadre in 1956 
tor its African possessions, and b) the younger genera- 
tion which came to power and influence in 1963, when 
many of their elders were sidelined following a suspected 
coup attempt against the regime. 

Group a) has in its ranks Charles Donwahi, a Bété 
who has accumulated the presidency of numerous com- 
panies in the private sector as well as heading the asso- 
ciation of executives of the private sector. He has, there- 
fore, a wide base for patronage, not least in his ability 
to tind positions for young Ivorian graduates. He is also 
inevitably close to the French, who dominate the Ivorian 
private sector. Amadou Kone, a Malinké now living in 
France, has a large following in the northern part of the 
country, although his relations with the president are 
not smooth at all times. Jean Konan Banny, a Baoulé 
trom Yamoussoukro, is also from the president’s grande 
famille. He has twice been named to the post of minister 
ot defence, before his arrest in 1963 and again in 1980. 
He is extremely ambitious, and is thought to have the 
favour of the president, who wants to impose as 
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successor someone from his home town to guarantee 
that Yamoussokro is not left to neglect under the 
tropical sun after his passing away. Asséne Usher 
Assouan, an Apollo from Grand Lahou, is foreign 
minister, president of Renault Cote-d ‘Ivoire and mayor 
of the exclusive Abidjan suburb of Cocody. 

Those in group b) have been the main beneficiaries of 
ihe so-called Ivorian economic miracle, amassing large 
personal fortunes in many cases and favouring the 
creation of the Ivorian bourgeoisie through special credit 
arrangements and influence with French and Lebanese 
business interests. The central figure in this category is 
Henry Konan Bedié, a Baoulé from Daoukro, an econo- 
mist and former student radical in France. He was dis- 
missed in 1977 as minister of finance in a cabinet 
reshuffle which saw many “second wave’’ technocrats 
sidelined and their elders returned to government. He 
had three years of exile in Washington with the World 
Bank. As a former ambassador to the US, he has many 
friends there, and is hence regarded as being pro-Ameri- 
can. Last year he sent 200 Ivorian students to do post- 
graduate work in business administration in American 
universities. Houphouét-Boigny appears to be encourag- 
ing his ambitions for the succession. Mohammed 
Diawara, ex-minister of the economy, is half Malian, 
and presently heads the Club de Dakar. He could 
eventually return to take over an economics ministry 
and play an influential behind-the-scenes advisory 
role. Abdoulaye Sawadogo, a Mossi born in the Ivo-y 
Coast, is close to the people from Fresco where his wife, 
Berthe, is MP. He represents opposition to Thierry- 
Labbé’s political machine in the Fresco area. He appeals 
to young educated Ivorians. He will probably be an 
influence in the future as an adviser to Houphouét- 
Boigny’s eventual successor. Paui Akoto Yao, minister 
of national education since 1971, is a Baoulé from 
Sakassou. His role is to control the Ivorian intelligentsia. 
He is known to be ambitious, but comes from a lowly 
Baoulé caste. 

Other younger technocrats include Laurent Dona 
Fologo, a Senoufo from Sinematiali who is minister 
of youth, and particularly close to the president. He was 
sent to South Africa in the early 1970s when 
Houphouét-Boigny played Pretoria’s “dialogue” game. 
He is close to Akoto Yao and Baila Keita. Moreover, 
Fologo cultivates a populist image, criticising the 
political bastions of the older generation, and stressing 
the merits of efficiency. Falogo’s crony, Balla Keita is 
a Senoufo-Malinké :métis, occupying the scientific re- 
search portfolio. He appears to have his eye on 
numerous other profitable posts. Emmanuel Dioullo, 
mayor of Abidjan, is closely allied to Konan Bedié. 
Against him is the fact that his father, who was also 
mayor of Abidjan, opposed the president during the 
pre-independence days. Dénis Bra Konan, a Bété, is 
minister of agriculture and quite ambitious. Séry 
Gnoleba, also a Bété. has the reputation for being 
extremely ambitious. Finally, Lamine Fadika, minister 
of maritime affairs, has a good image abroad, but less 
influence at home. 

The Young Lions, averaging around 30 years old, 
owe their promotion at the last PDCI congress in 1980 











to Houphouet-Boigny’s desire to counterbalance the 
wiluence of the older members of the ruling class. 
Not only do they lack historical legitimacy, but they 
also are totally dependent on the goodwill of the presi- 
dent. Four were named to the nine-member PDCI exe- 

cutive council in 1980 and three entered the govern- 

ment. Gilles Laubhouet was appointed state secretary 
for agriculture, Berhard Ehui, state secretary for 
industry, and Antoine Brou Tanoh, minister of environ- 
ment. The latter is the principal competitor in this 
group to Alphonse Djedje Mady, who refused a post 
aS State secretary because Tanoh as a full minister would 

have been better placed in the official hierarchy. He is a 
medical doctor and is now taking advanced courses in 
Paris on a government stipend. 

Beyond this official government-cum-administrative 
pool, a handful of Ivorian women play a key and little 
known role in the country’s political life. 
®Madame Houphouet-Boigny, a Senegalese-Agni me tis, was 
the president s first wife under the traditional Baoule system. 
Since she was not western-educated, she was obliged to 
abandon her role as presidential spouse. She has borne his 
only children. She now lives a peaceful existence in her 
village of Abengourou. If she does not directly participate 
in political life, she dispenses economic patronage to people 
in her entourage, having had several named to cabinet posts. 
@Thérese Houphou€t-Boigny is a Baoulé from Toumodi village 
who became the president’s second wife in the 1950s. It was 
agreed that she have no children in order not to complicate 
the family succession question. Not considered to be polit- 
cally astute. While she has no apparent drive to establish her 
own political clan, she is linked to Konan Bedie through 
tmmanuel Dioullo. : 

@Mamie Fatie is the president's older sister whose eminence 
grise role should not be underestimated. The president 
closely Listens to her advice because she has no personal 
ambition, secking the best for her brother. Radio trottoir 
says that when she asks her brother for a favour, he cannot 
refuse. That is apparently why her house is full of ministers 
whenever there are rumours of an impending cabinet re- 
shuffle. When Houphouet-Boigny wants to take important 
decisions, such as the massive cabinet reshuffle in 1977, he 
sends her away so that she cannot bend his will. 


The maverick public position adopted by MP Camille 


Adam, president of the local branch of Amnesty Inter- 
national who called from the benches of parliament for 
the president to take a rapid decision on his succession 
in order to avoid a dangerous power vacuum, ments 


him a special category. We understand that the presi- 


dent refers to Adam as “my official delinquent”. His 
popularity with the public is immense. He was named 
man of the year in a public vote sponsored by Ivorian 
television, but the award was not made dug to pressure 
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from the presidency. (The two PDCI members who 
criticised the regime’s handling of the university crisis 
have died. Ibrahim Koné, ex-minister of tourism and 
mayor of Boumdiali, died after an unexplained short 
illness last April in hospital, and Jean-Baptiste Gbohou, 
préfet of Abidjan, and therefore a powerful figure, 
died in a Paris hospital in July). 

In this twilight atmosphere surrounding the last years 
of Houphouet-Boigny’s reign, informal influence of 
individuals occupying key positions in the presidential 
palace takes on major proportions. Alain Belkiri, a 
Frenchman of Algerian origin who is secretary-general 
of the government, is top on the list of these shadow 
personalities. Likewise, a black Frenchman from the 
Antilles, Guy Niary (who goes by the sobriquet of “the 
Governor”), serves as director of the president’s cabinet. 
Both owe their positions to the fact that Houphouet- 
Boigny has only limited confidence in Ivorians to name 
them to such nerve-centre positions. Amadou Thiam, of 
Senegalese origin, whose influence is based on his 
credentials as presidential brother-in-law (his brother 
Habib Thiam is prime minister of Senegal), occupies 
the post of minister of information. Georges Ouegnin, 
a Lebanese-Abouré métis, is director of protocol with 
the title of ambassador. His influence is linked to obtain- 
ing minor favours and posts for friends and relatives. 
Another member of this inner circle is Leon Konan 
Koffi, the trusted hardline minister of interior. 

The president is also wary about the armed forces. 
Ultimately his security is in French hands. His private 
residence at Cocody is directly wired to the residence 
of French ambassador, Michel DePuch. French officers 
are at all levels of the military command, and control 
the army’s security service, known as the Deuxiéme 
Bureau. Nor does the president have much confidence 
in the PDCI militia, created by Yacé. The presidential 
guard is composed mainly of Baoulé soldiers, command- 
ed by Capt. Ekra, an Apollo. the president’s personal 
bodyguard is Capt. Kouakou, a Baoulé. 

The return to power in Ghana of Jerry Rawlings 
late last year raised eyebrows in the Ivorian political 
élite. Rawlings, and to a lesser extent, Liberia’s President 
Samuel Doe, are admired by much of Ivorian youth, 
which would like to see a radical cleansing of the under- 
currents of Ivorian politics. The internal problems facing 
Mali and Upper Volta also troubling Abidjan politicians. 
While such uncertainties encourage a continual post- 
ponement of solving the succession imbroglio, the longer 
it continues the greater the chance that Houphouet 
Boigny’s successor will fail to find the minimum con- 
sensus to effectively govern the country @ 














ENIGMA OF NATION'S OIL POTENTIAL EXAMINED 





IVORY COAST

THESE ARE, as one television reporter in 
Abidjan put it recently, “les temps des 
vaches maigres’’. And, the trouble is that 
austerity will be prolonged in Ivory Coast. 
Commodity prices remain low and, worse 
still, there will be no oil bonanza from the 
Espoir field for some time yet — if ever. 

To compare Ivory Coast favourably with 
other countries of Africa is of little solace 
to Ivorians, who are now faced with a 
dilemma that is unique to them. The 
fundamental source of stability, the Pres- 
idency of Felix Houphouét-Boigny, must 
one day draw to a close, and the succession 
is still undecided. That alone generates 
doubt among investors who have always 
associated safe investment opportunities in 
Ivory Coast with Houphouét-Boigny’s 
Presidency. The pressures are mounting; 
austerity has cut back industrial activity at 
a time when a generation of Ivorian youth 
is emerging into a contracting job market. 

Prudence in economic management, 
which the Ivorian government will un- 
doubtedly display, will not satisfy unem- 
ployed Ivorians who are accustomed to 
expect more from a decade of double-digit 
industrial growth. 

Gloom and despondency is not in order 
though. Even the diminished estimates for 
oil reserves will cover Ivorian domestic 
requirements and remove the increasingly 
costly oil import bill which now accounts 
for some 20 per cent of total imports. 

The oil news is a severe disappointment, 
nonetheless. There are no certain projec- 
tions for the Espoir field which until very 
recently was expected to be producing 
anything up to 250,000 barrels/day by the 
middle of the decade. As the respected 
Petroleum Intelligence Weekly suggested 
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recently, “the enigma of Ivory Coast’s 
potential is part of a larger puzzle concern- 
ing the whole of the West African basin”’. 
Espoir, it is now thought, consists of a 
series of pools rather than a single well. It 
is also very deep, making prospecting and 
drilling uncommonly expensive. 

As a result, there is no production- 
sharing agreement yet with Phillips Pet- 
roleum, to whom the Espoir concession 
had been granted. The initial agreement 
between Phillips and Petroci, the state oil 
corporation, gave the latter 10 per cent of 
equity with the option that once produc- 
tion began in full, the Ivorian share could 
rise to 60 per cent. There is currently some 
disagreement as to what proportion of 
exploration and drilling costs the Ivonans 
will assume, given the prevailing uncertain- 
ty about the field and the general concern 
to cut costs within the petroleum industry 
in the US. Similarly, the Ivorians are 
reluctant to spend too much too early for 
unknown quantities of oil. The US repre- 
sentative to the World Bank in fact voted 
against the recent $100m. loan to Petroci 
for exploration. 

Test drilling on Espoir began ir ‘.ugust, 
earlier than had officially been announced. 
It is now expected that by the end of the 
year production from Espoir will reach 
between 20-30,000 barrels/day. Added to 
the 10,000 barrels/day pumped from the 
Belier field, run by EXXON, this will 
cover Ivorian domestic consumption which 
now averages some 35,000 barrels/day. 

It had been quietly hoped that oil re- 
venues would compensate for losses in 
revenue from the depressed commodities 
market. Ivory Coast is still standing out 
against the International Cocoa Agree- 











ment \vhich sets a flexible minimum price 
of between 90 and 110 cents/lb. While the 
US also refuses to sign the agreement, and 
with Ivory Coast refusing to pay its qt ota 
for the buffer stock, there is some leeway 
for the Ivorians. But, the size of the 
international cocoa market does not seem 
set to grow and other producers, such as 
Brazil and Malaysia, are rapidly expanding 
production. 

The search for foreign exchange will 
continue with Ivorian attempts to expand 
their coffee export quota from the current 
180,000 tonnes. The price of timber, Ivory 
Coast’s other major export, remains in the 
doldrums. 

Where does the prospect of two or three 
more years of restricted income leave Ivory 
Coast, bearing in mind that political seren- 
ity is not guaranteed during this penod’ 
Some major shifts in economic policy are 
in order. The 1981-85 plan has yet to be 
published, but an early glimpse of it 
indicates that some of the issues are being 
addressed. Industrial policy will insist on 
far greater local value added; import — 
substitution which has so far characterised 
Ivorian industrialisation, has left the coun- 
try with an inadequately integrated manu- 
facturing sector, dependant on a high 
proportion of increasingly costly raw mate- 
rials and intermediate goods. 


Local raw 
materials 


The emphasis is now on decentralised — 
away from Abidjan — processing of local 
raw materials, especially of Ivory Coast’s 
diversified agricultural produce. At the 
same time particular attention will be paid 
to food production. Not unlike many other 
of West Africa’s littoral states, Ivory Coast 
does produce high quantities of food, but 
the pattern of food consumption has 
altered in favour of imported rice and 
wheat. 

The shifts are significant because they 





are political. Ivorianisation, which has 
hitherto been lackadaisical. has become an 
urgent issue and it is linked to the more 
fundamental shifts in economic policy. 

It is as if foreigners, who have been an 
essential contributor to Ivorian economic 
growth, are now becoming something of an 
impediment. In late August, a week's 
worth of the Fraternité Matin, the coun- 
try’s only daily, ran articles which focused 
on the role of foreigners in Ivorian society. 
Until recently, such articles would have 
almost been a taboo — the government has 
never published the full details on‘ fore- 
igners of the 1975 census. 

The delicacy of the issue is easily 
appreciated. ‘A high proportion of rural 
labour is foreign, mainly from Uppei 
Volta. Many of the workers in the urban 
sector are also foreign. Most of the “petits 
commergants” of Ivory Coast are foreign 
— Malian, Mauritanian or Nigerian — and 
are the first to be identified as speculators 
responsible for the fluctuations in food and 
energy prices on the local markets. 

Many of the teachers in Ivory Coast are 
foreign, mainly French. Qualified Ivorians 
see their own government paying strangers 
far better salaries, free holidays and pro- 
viding better accommodation. Those that 
are emerging from university find that the 
opportunities are fewer than they might 
expect. These were the complaints that 
fermented the outburst of student unrest in 
February this. year at the University of 
Abidjan. 

It is a dilemma for the authorities. With 
almost half a national population under the 
age of 20, and therefore, increasing num- 
bers looking for jobs, the government has 
to avoid any protracted outburst of vio- 
lence against foreigners. That would pro- 
voke an exodus that would be economical- 
ly crippling. The government has severely 
tightened its border controls and is not as 
lenient as it used to be on expatriates 
brought in by foreign companies. It has 
also embarked on an indirect campaign to 
persuade Ivorians of the merits of the 
entrepreneurial life; hence articles about 
the success of foreigners. 
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Cake not 
growing 


The rise in violent crime has not gone 
unnoticed; Europeans, correctly thought 
to carry more money than Africans, are 
natural targets. Bank robberies have esca- 
lated; roadblocks spring up with uniformed 
men demanding money. 

The problems may at times seem trifting’ } 
compared to other countries. But Ivorians 
have been taught that a morsel of the 
national cake Is available to them, and that 
their morsel should grow. But there are 
more Ivorians and the cake is not growing 
quickly enough. It seems a little patronis- 
ing to suggest that Ivorians will grin and 
bear it because things are worse elsewhere. 
Most would agree, however, that even 
though major structural changes will have 
to be wrought in the economy, the political 
leadership is conscious of the challenge.

TROUBLESOME GUERRILLA ACTIVITY NOTED ON MALAWI BORDER

[Text] Maputo, October 9--The use of territory in neighbouring Malawi by 
Mozambican anti-Government rebels is becoming an open issue despite the 
persistent refusal by the Governments of »oth countries to comment on the 
increasing military activity along their border, 


The attack on September 27 on the Mozambican border town of Milange, where 
the rebels of the South African-backed Mozambique National Resistance (MNR) 
reportedly penetrated the town centre and fired mortar rounds into the 
military barracks, underlines the recent escalation of rebel attacks in 
north-central Mozambique, some of which Western diplomats here attribute 
to the use of bases in Malawi. 


While the Milange area on Malawi's western flank has been the scene of 
attacks since 1976, recent fighting along the western border in Mozambique's 
Tete Province, is a turn of events that could force the Mozambican Government 
to intervene with its neighbours, 


On September 27 a group of rebels attacked vehicles only 25 kilometres 

(15 miles) from the coal mining complex of Moatize, and about 30 kilometres 
(17 miles) from the Malawi border, killing four people and closing the min 
road for several days. 


The attack followed repeated sabotage to the Moatize-Beira railway line 

which runs along the border and which has been closed off and on since 

July, with serious consequences for Mozambique's coal exports, 

Malawi Suffers in Turn 

The attacks have also resulted in problems for landlocked Malawi itself which 


largely depends on the two railways to the Mozambican ports of Beira and 
Nacala for its foreign trade, 
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So far the northern Nacala route has not been affected by military activity 
but fuel transport on the Beira line has been halted, forcing rationing in 
Malawi, Trucks carrying supplies overland from Zimbabwe through Mozambique 
have also come under attack, forcing transport companies to use the 600 
kilometre detour through Zambia, 


Malawi is the only black-ruled country in Southerm Africa to maintain 
official relations with the white South African Government, and the two 
states have close economic links, Western diplomats in Maputo believe that 
South Africa, which they say supplies and aids the MNR, also has a hand in 
the recent escalation of fighting along the border. (A.F.P.)

BEIRA WATER SUPPLY SABOTAGED--Maputo, October 6--Saboteurs today damaged water 
supplies to Beira, Mozambique's second largest city, causing the introduction 
of strict rationing, the city's administration said. The port city was already 
on emergency electricity supplies following sabotage by rebels of the Mozambique 
National Resistance (MNR) last month. The rebels, believed to have South Afri- 
can backing, have been concentrating their operations in an area west of Beira. 
The past three months have seen frequent clashes between rebel groups and the 
Mozambican army along the roads and railways from the Indian Ocean port to Zim- 
babwe and Malawi, The city administration called on residents to "neutralize 
the actions of those who try to cause agitation." (A.F.P.) [Text] [Paris

MAPUTO CRIME WAVE--MAPUTO--Members of gangs arrested in Maputo will be tried 
by the Revolutionary Military Tribunal, the only court in Mozambique with the 
power to sentence them to death. According to Mozambique's official news 
agency, AIM, violent crimes such as murder, rape and armed robbery are con- 
sidered political in nature. "They are not ordinary offences," the agency 
quoted a Ministry of the Interior spokesman as saying. "Through them attempts 
are made to create an atmosphere of terror in Maputo." The statement follows 
a four-month campaign to rid Maputo of "criminals and vagrants" that has re- 
sulted in 2 098 arrests. The spokesman said the arrests had led to 1 consid- 
erable fall in the capital's crime rate but he warned that some gangs had gone 
into hiding on the outskirts of Maputo. They were awaiting the ovportunity 

to resume their activities but the police would not rest until "«veryone of 
these marginal elements has been detained." The operation was mounted after 
Maputo suffered a wave of violent crime that the spokesman said was aimed, in 
particular, at foreigners.

SPECIALISTS PREDICT RISE IN OIL EXPORTS 
Paris AFRICA AFP in English No 2940, 12 Oct 82 p 16 


[Text] Lagos, October 12--Nigerian oil production and exports should rise 
sharply in the last quarter of this year following the gradual fall in world 
oil stocks to lower levels than last year's, local oil specialists said here 
today. 


Also adding to their optimism were predictions that energy conservation 
measures had just about peaked and that demand for oil from big national 
consumers would pick up as the northern Winter approached, 


The specialists forecast that demand for oil from the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) would grow by 20 percent from 16 
million to 20 million barrels a day, 


Nigeria is hoping to benefit from this increase by getting its OPEC produc- 
tion quota raised above the current 1,300,000 barrels a day before OPEC's 
next scheduled meeting here on December 9, 


But Nigeria, which takes over the presidency of OPEC soon, is resisting 
pressure from Saudi Arabia and Kuwait to agree to a bigger differential 
premium for light crude in exchange for a higher output quota, 


It claims that the differentials should actually be cut, since medium-grade 
oils are in higher demand than the light crudes, 


Nigeria is unable to balance its budget with its current oil revenue, 
Earlier this year it introduced stringent import controls and has now 
announced an aggressive oil marketing campaign in order to pay arrear 
import bills and boost fast-dwindling foreign exchange reserves. (A.F.P.)

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CHANGE IN STATE CREATION PROCESS SAID NOT ADVISABLE

INCE the rebirth of democracy, no- 
thing has generated as much interest 
and debate as the creation of new 
states. This is evident by the submis- 
siv.: to the National Assembty, of as 
many as 51 requests for new states. 

The common reason given for demanding 
new states is the need to bring develop- 
ment nearer the people. in the existing 
structure certain areas complain of 
neglect and they rightly think that the 
solution is to get their own states. - 

Moreover, the method of revenue alloca- 
tion coupled with the operation of the 
constitutional provision of the Federal 
character, made most people believe 
that the more states are carved out 
from their area, the graater will be the 
benefits derivable. 

Others even want states for purely politi- 
cal advantage, hence political parties 
tend to support only the states they 
hope to win. 

Considering the varied reasons and th 
popular demand, nobody could think o 
suppressing the idea. As far as we are 
concerned, all the demands are legiti- 
mate, subject of course, to meeting the 
constitutional provisions for state crea- 
tion. 

The 49 wise men who wrote the constitu- 
tlon and the members of the consti- 
tuent Assembly who ratified the draft, 
knew that if the conditions for state 
creation were made simple, every local 
government, if not village, would want 
its own state. To check this, the stipu- 
lations for state creation in section 
eight of the constitution were made 
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rather rigid. This was not only to guard 
against frivolity, but also, to make sure 
that any demand that successfully goes 
through the entire process must have 
been nationally considered reasonable. 


Recently, however, some people who 
want to use the issue of state creation 
to score political points have been ask- 
ing for the amendment of section eight 
to ease the process. We strongly 
believe that simplification of the state 
creation provisions is not advisable. 
Such amendment would only reduce 
the Constitution into a worthless paper. 

Since tne demand for states is over- 
whelming and the process is difficult, 
the pragmatic approach of the Presi- 
dent all along of involving our political 
leaders to work out a consensual 
formula is still the best way out. Politi- 
cal leaders who have been working 
against this reasonabie move should 
reconsider their stand to facilitate state 
creation. 

Already, an ail-party committee on the 
issue set up by the President, under the 
leadership of the Vice President, had 
long ago drawn up commendable 
guidelines. 

The implementation of these guidelines 
has to be pursued vigorously by all poli- 
tical parties without unnecessary poli- 
ticalisation. Certainly, state creation is 
one important thing that all political 
leaders that respect the wishes of the 
masses, must treat seriously. All poli- 
tical Jeaders should, therefore, come 
together without delay to operationa- 
lise the guidelines.

NAMIBIA SETTLEMENT IMPOSSIBLE WITH CUBANS IN ANGOLA 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 8 Oct 82 p 18 
[Editorial: "Delay in the South-West"] 


[Text] Of all the stumbling blocks inthe way of a peaceful settlement of the 
South-West problem itis the presence of the Cuban soldiers in Angola which has 
recently come under the spotlight. While South Africa has placed the categori- 
cal withdrawal of the Cubans as a condition, off and on there have been reassur- 
ing sounds from the United States that this is not creating any unsurmountable 
problems. The United States would resolve this difficulty. 


Now it appears that an impasse has come up in the U.S. negotiations with the 
Angolan Government with the latter refusing to give the Cubans the go-home 
notice. Angola insists that, as a sovereign country, it has the fullest right 
to request military aid from any country and that a settlement in the South- 
West must not be coupled to the withdrawal of the Cubans. 


In this respect Angola is not alone. Like Angola some of the negotiating five 
Western countries feel that the two questions ought not be coupled together and 
in this respect it is mainly the French who have assumed an unambiguous stand, 
namely: This is a question of Angola sovereignty which may not be violated. 
Thus the withdrawal of the Cubans cannot be placed as a condition for a settle- 
ment of the South-West question. 


Hope for a speedy settlement has faded and the Cuban stumbling block has dashed 
the expectationof seeing 1983 as the target year for the settlement. The entire 
process is being delayed by U.S. inability to persuade the Angolan Government. 


What has happened is exactly what DIE BURGER warned against sometime ago. We 
stated repeatedly that the Cuban problem is the greatest single stumbling block 
and that a settlement is dependent on the United States undertaking to resolve 
this matter expediently and we wondered on how it wouldsucceed in doing this. 


As far as South Africa is concerned there is no other way out. The Cubans must 
get out of Angola. The United States must make a new effort despite the fact 
that there no longer is unanimity among the five Western countries.

NEW GENERATION SOVIET SPY SHIP SAILS TO CAPE 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 12 Oct 82 pp 1-2 


[Text] Pretoria--A Russian sophisticated spy ship of the BALZAM-class was 
sailing within 50 nautical miles of the South African coast last week. The 
vessel is an electronic warship outfitted with ultramodern spying equipment. 


The ship, which is on its first operational cruise, was being observed by units 
of the navy and of the airforce while it was sailing around the Cape, according 
to an announcement made here yesterday by Chief of the Armed Forces Gen Con- 
stant Viljoen. 


First of Its Kind 


The vessel had called on Luanda, Angola, and is presumably on its way to the 
Indian Ocean to join the Soviet squadron of the Russian fleet deployed there. 


General Viljoen said: "This incident illustrates once again the undesirability 
of Russian interest in southern Africa to which the minister of defense 
referred on Sunday evening in the course of a television interview. The spy 
ship is the first of its kind. Previously Russian spy ships were based on 
models of commercial vessels, trawlers and fishing boats or were simply out- 
fitted reproductions of these, while the ships of the BALZAM-class are being 
developed as spy ships in all respects. 


These ships are being designed and equipped to comply with the requirements of 
the Russian fleet. This ship has two SAM missile launchers each having four 
missiles. In addition the ship carries a 6-barrel 30 mm cannon system with 
2,000 projectiles for each barrel. Nothing is known on the type of electronic 
system with which the ship is equipped. 


The ship has a crew of about 180 men and weighs approximately 4,000 tons.

"What we are proving here today is that South Africa has effectively neutral- 
ized the arms boycott."’ This is what Commandant Marais said. 


He went on to say that still another honor which was given to ARMSCOR is the 
fact that it was granted one of the half dozen or so extramural exhibit areas, 
near the main entrance to the gigantic exposition halls, for the showing of the 


G-5. 
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In addition, along with great names in the armaments industry such as the 
United States, Britain, West Germany, France and Italy, ARMSCOR too obtained a 
large exhibit area in one of tire halls in company with the above. 


Even as of yesterday, when the exhibition opened, the G-5 drew a great deal of 
interest on the part of the international press, the various military attaches 
and the Greek armed forces, 


Commandant Marais said that this kind of interest will continue today when the 
delegates of the 40 countries invited, who may have come to purchase arms, will 
be visiting the exhibition. 


According to the organizers of the exhibition several European countries were 
already enquiring about the G-5 even before yesterday's official opening of 
the exposition while the cannon was still covered with the canvas. 


In addition to the G-5 ARMSCOR is also exhibiting the cannon's muzzle speedo- 
meter, the artillery computer and the various telecommunication systems.

Synod a restructuring of the General Synod into an ecumenical liaison body 
for the purpose of eliminating some of the work being duplicated by, the re- 
gional synods. 


Voting Right 


Another source of concern for some churchmen is the increasing expenses of 
the General Synod. Officials who have come across the regulations of the 
General Synod which begins today say that it is very difficult to compute 
these expenses. However, it is known that just the cost of printing the 
agenda is running to 22,000 rand. 


Altogether 550 delegates are entitled to attend the synod: 25 preachers and 
25 elders from each of the 11 regional synods in South Africa, the South-West 
and the Mid Africa Synod and the Synod of Zimbabwe. 


Not all of the regional synods have sent their full 50 delegates and therefore 
tomorrow the General Synod will start out with 508 delegates. The three theo- 
logical faculties of Stellenbosch, Bloemfontein and Pretoria are entitled to 
send an advisory delegate for each of them. These are entitled to speak at 
the synod, but they do not have any voting right. 


Echo Elimination 
The General Synod happens to be the first meeting inside the brand new synod 
hall in Pretoria which was opened in September. The hall has 604 seats for 


delegates and about 100 visitors can also obtain seats. 


The hall is equipped with electronic speaking and voting systems, Each of the 
seats has a built-in microphone and loudspeaker which are acvcustically arranged 











in such a manner as to eliminate echoes. When a delegate takes his seat he 
presses a little button and thus records his presence on a computer. 


If there is a voting he depresses a button hidden under the bench in order to 
vote "yes" or "no" or "in favor" or "against." This is actually being regis- 
tered in a computer. The result is shown on a console located between the 


moderator and the secretary of the church council. 
The Building 


Within the building there are rour commission chambers and several smaller 
committee chambers. 


Refreshments can be served at two stands at the entrance portals. Within the 
building there are a computer and a permanent branch of a large commercial 

bank. It is estimated that the cost of the building, which is not yet complete, 
will be less than 20 million rand. 


Actually the building will not cost anything to the church. A large part of 
the building will be rented out and the rental money is expected to pay for the 
building within 15 years. After the 16th year the building will be bringing in 
an income of 11 million rand annually. 


Applications 


The Dutch Reformed Church's bookstore of Transvaal has made all the booking 
reservations for the delegates who requested them. Each of the delegates was 
previously asked to state whether he wanted housing accommodations, Mr J. 
Olivier, the chief manager of the Dutch Reformed Church bookstore, said: "It 
is surprising to see how many preachers and elders have friends and families 
in Pretoria. We had to make arrangements for only 175 delegates." 


Yesterday, the day before the synod was due to start, there were still people 
who called to request a place. These were delegates who, at the very last 
minute, heard that they were to attend the synod because of the inability of 
an appointed delegate to do so. 


Applications on the part of delegates were quite divergent: A preacher of a 
rural congregation asked to have housing accommodations on the topmost floor 
of the hotel. He wanted to be able to look out from his window and believed 
that he would not feel at home with the city crowds on the ground floor. 


Still another delegate from Zimbabwe asked to be accommodated on the first 
floor. He was afraid of using the elevator because sf the danger of terror- 
ist bombs.

In a statement released at the weekend, the Council said it noted with 
deep concern that nearly half of the student body at Fort Hare had been unable 
to continue studying at the university. "While not having all the facts at 
its disposal, the Council believes that the matter is of such importance to 
university life in South Africa that a judicial commission of inquiry should 
be appointed to inquire into all the circumstances surrounding the relevant 
events on the Fort Hare campus."

POLICE VEHICLES STONED--THIRTY-NINE Blacks, 26 men and 13 women, are likely 

to appear in the Pietermaritzburg Magistrates’ Court today on charges under 
the Internal Security Act. Their appearance will be a sequel to the unrest 

in the Sobantu Black township, near Pietermaritzburg, at the weekend. Major 

M Steyn has confirmed that the 39 people were arrested after the funeral of 
17-year-old Graham Radebe, who died past Wednesday from a bullet wound during 
a rent increase protest. Major Steyn said that the arrests were made after 
five police vehicles were stoned by the crowd of about 3 000 mourners, the 
majority of whom were teenagers. The police fired teargas into the crowd when 
they adopted a hostile attitude and began giving Black Power salutes and chan- 
ting 'freedom' songs. The service was held at the Sobantu Community Hall. 

The situation in the township, where there have been several incidents in the 
past two weeks, was said to be quiet but tense yesterday. Last week 19 people 
from the township, many of them were minors, appeared in the Pietermaritzburg 
Magistrates’ Court on charges under the Internal Security Act. The adults 








were granted bail of R50 each and the minors were released into the custody 
of their parents. They were all remanded to October 26. [Text] [Johannes-

PFP CONGRESS--DURBAN--South Africa's security legislation will come under 
sharp attack at the two-day provincial congress of the Progressive Federal 
Party in Durban this week. Party leader Dr Frederick van Zyl Slabbert will 
address the congress on Friday morning followed by a closed session entitled 
"Closed-session: get to know Van Zyl Slabbert". The Durban central constitu- 
ency has expressed regret that the Rabie Commission failed to examine more 
closely the conditions of people in detention without trial under the secur- 
ity laws. A central constituency resolution has called for an independent com- 
mission of inquiry to be appointed as a matter of urgency to inquire into and 
report on security matters. A resolution submitted by the Greytown constitu- 
ency clams the Government for its handling of the Ingwavium issue and demands 
that the Government abandons any further attempts to negotiate with the Swazi- 
land Government on the issue. Another resolution submitted by the Berea con- 
stituency says the consistent rejection by the people and government of Kwa- 
Zulu of separate independence should lead the Government to abandon land 
consolidation in Natal. Another resolution deals with the chronic housing 
shortage for all groups in Natal and notes some 200 000 Blacks in Natal still 
await resettlement. Another says there is a lack of "reality" in the Govern- 
ment's constitutional proposals.

PASS SWOOP--CAPE TOWN--More than 120 people were arrested in pre-dawn pass 
raids in the Nyanga east and Guguletu townships yesterday according to eye- 
witnesses. This was the second large-scale pass raid before dawn in the 
townships in two days. On Monday about 100 people appeared in the Langa com- 
missioner's court after a raid in Nyanga. According to an eyewitness, more 
than 30 vans were involved in the raids on the Nyanga single-quarters at 5 am 
yesterday. About 60 people were found guilty of pass offences before 10 am 
yesterday morning and fines totalling more than Rl 500 were imposed. About 
20 women were among those fined for being in the single-quarters without per- 
mission.

CRUCIAL PRETORIA SYNOD--DS Kobus Potgieter was elected Moderator of the gen- 
eral synod of the NG church at a general synod meeting in Pretoria yesterday. 

Just over 
500 dominees and elders of the NG church are attending the ten-day synod meet- 
ing which is being described as one of the most crucial NG synod meetings ever, 
taking place, as it is at a time of political reform. It is likely that the 
church will decide upon its position and attitude in the new envisaged system. 
The head of State Security, Dr Neil Barnard, addressed the synod behind 

closed doors on Monday night. It is believed that he spelled out where the 
church fitted in in the total marxist onslaught against southern Africa. As 
there are indications that Marxists are behind an attempt to subdue the NG 
kerk--the biggest of the three Afrikaans sister churches in South Africa--Dr 
Barnard could have touched on this issue in his address. When Ds Potgieter 
was elected, he said this was a very important synod and that sensitive and 
delicate matters would be discussed. One of the delicate issues is the 








question of opening the church's doors to all races. It is expected there 
will be many standpoints for and against this matter and that it could lead 
to a stormy debate.

A Mahomed, manager of Flywell Travel Agencies in Cape Town, through which at 
least 80 of the pilgrims are booked, said all 119 people would be on a sched- 
uled flight due to have left Madrid at 1 am this morning. They are due at 
Jan Smuts Airport at 1.30 pm today.

He said he was certain they would be un- 
able to pay for themselves. The pilgrims were originally stranded at Jeddah 
Airport in Saudi Arabia when they were told their return flights had not been 
booked.

TRADE WITH GERMANY--SOUTH Africa occupies much the same position as the UK on 
a business-risk basis, ranking 14th against the UK's 12th in an assessment of 
48 countries. The figures, based on an operations risk index compiled in 
Switzerland, have been released by the SA German Chamber of Trade and Indus- 
try. This means that South Atrica is in the moderate-risk category. Up at 
the top of the low-risk sector are Switzerland, the US, Japan and West Germany. 
The only black African country that makes it into the moderate category is the 
Ivory Coast. All the others are in the high-risk or prohibitive-risk categor- 
ies. At the bottom of the list is Iran, keeping company with Zaire, Pakistan 
and Argentina. South Africa is a lucrative market for West German goods. 
Latest trade figures released by the SA German Chamber show that German ex- 
ports to South Africa were 37% up in the first six months of 1982 at Rl 433,5- 
million against Rl 042,4-million in the first six months of 1981. South Afri-

--though this was largely the result of currency fluctuations. Most of South 
Africa's exports to West Germany are raw materials such as chrome ores, coal 
and wool. Conversely, most of Germany's exports to South Africa are end 
products such as motor vehicles, plant and machinery.

LESS SAAF FLYING TIME--CAPE TOWN--The South African Air Force might be forced 
to cut back on its flying hours to keep within budget limits, the Chief of

General Muller used the Government's de- 
clared policy to restrict spending to emphasise a point during the official 
"switch-on" of a sophisticated air navigation simulator installed at the 
school less than two months ago. The computerised digital system, developed a 
and manufactured in South Africa, replaces an obsolete analogue simulator on 
which SAAF navigators were trained until eight weeks ago. General Muller said 
the cuts in Government spending meant greater emphasis woula have to be placed 
on simulator hours. This would eventually apply to all sections of navigator 
and pilot training in the SAAF. In contrast to the old, largely manual sys- 
tem, the new digital electronic system allows the instructor to change cir- 
cumstances and aircraft at a moment's notice. It can accommodate 12 trainees 
simultaneously. The multimillion rand development, which has attracted inter- 
national interest, was designed in co-operation with the SAAF. The installa- 
tion crowns a successful year for the navigation school, now known as 80 ANS. 
The school moved from its home of 30 years at Ysterplaat Air Force base to 
Langebaanweg in January.

PRIESTS DEFY GAA--SOUTHERN African Catholic priests have recommended to bish- 
ops that they encourage a policy of black and white priests sharing accommo- 
dation to foster a better understanding of each other. The decision, taken 
earlier this month by the Southern African Council of Priests (SACP) at its 
annual meeting, is directly in conflict with the Group Areas Act which for- 
bids whites and blacks to live in the same area. And if the recommendation by 
the consultative body of the church is accepted by the Southern African Bish- 
op's Conference at its next meeting in October, it could further strain rela- 
tions between the Government and the church. Father Emil Blaser, former 
secretary of the SACP, said yesterday Catholic priests realised the decision 
was in contravention of the Group Areas Act, but believed it was in the in- 
terests of Christian principles that they should come to know one another 
better, even if this meant breaking the law. He said that whites living in 
blacx areas and vice versa were "nothing new' for a number of priests had been 
doing so for some time--without Government permission. A spokesman for the 
Southern African Bishops' Conference said yesterday the issue would have to 

be discussed by the bishops' conference before it could become official pol- 
icy. It has been reported in the latest edition of the Southern Cross, offi- 
cial mouthpiece of the Catholic Church in Southern Africa, that other recom- 
mendations which will be put to the bishops for consideration are that the 
bishops be requested to: --Speak out more often and strongly against measures 
weighing on the poor, such as the recent bread price increase; --Press for re- 
peal of SA's law forbidding interracial marriage; and --Encourage parents to 
help instruct their children in the faith.

SA STUDENT EXILES--A RECORD 613 South African exiles are now studying under 
United Nations scholarships, despite a serious cash squeeze. With demand and 
costs increasing, this year's R4-million in contributions and pledges to the 
UN Educational and Training Programme for Southern Africa was not enough to 
maintain even last year's declining situation, the Secretary General, Mr 
Perez de Cuellar reported. It is two years since an evaluation team warned 
of trouble ahead. With rare candour it particularly urged African states to 
give more and charge less when it came to helping South African political 
refugees. While battling with cost increases of up to 400% in countries such 
as Britain, the team expressed special concern over the high fees some Afri- 
can institutions charged students in the programme. The report showed that 
this year there were only two African contributors--Nigeria gave R34 500 and 
Kenya came up with Rl 581. Biggest of 38 contributors was the United States, 
with Rl 150 000 provided or pledged, while Norway, Sweden and Denmark between 
them gave Rl 800 000. Partly saving the situation for now is the completion 
of scores of scholarships held by Zimbabweans and students from other now in- 
dependent countries that no longer come under the programme. Freed of the 

2 imbabwe burden, a total of 229 scholarships have been granted this year--205 
to South Africans and 24 to South West Africans. With applications totalling

INDUSTRIAL ESPIONAGE WARNING--CAPE TOWN--The procurement company involved in 
the setting up of the west coast firm, Atlantis Diesel Engines, has warned its 











employees to be prepared for attempts at bribery and industrial espionage. 
The warning comes in the wake of an attempt by an employee of one of the com- 
pany's suppliers to obtain information about a tender after the supplier had 
lost out on a deal. The warning, sent out in the form of a memo from the 
procurement manager of the company, Finasco, also comes after reports in a 
British newspaper of a multi-million rand bribery scandal in Europe aimed at 
securing deals with Ford and British Leyland. Copies of the reports were at- 
tached to the memo which was also sent to employees of Atlantis Diesel En- 
gines. The memo was sent out by Mr T Illman, the company's procurement man- 
ager. A copy had been sent to a director of ADE. The memo stated that the 
reports in the British newspaper related to a "bribery scandal which ... in- 
volves companies which are well-known to us". He said in the memo that "one 
of our suppliers who recently lost out on a particular job has had one of his 
staff approach somebody in our accounts department with an offer of a 'back- 
hander’ if he will reveal what the successful competitor's price was". Mr 
Illman warned that the company might approach the police for assistance in 
dealing with bribery attempts and advised employees not to disclose prices 

of supplies and to report attempts to obtain such information. Dr A Patterson, 
managing director of Finasco, said yesterday the incident involving the ac- 
counts department had not been reported to the police. He said the amount 
involved was "not substantial" but that it was "indicative" of the present 
situation.

CALLUP FEARS--INCREASING pressure on young men to dodge national service was 
being encountered on many university campuses, the SA Defence Force's Chief 

of Personnel, Lieutenant-General R F Holtzhuasen, said in Pretoria this week. 
Addressing the Society for Student Counselling in Southern African Universi- 
ties, Lt-Gen Holtzhuasen outlined some of the adjustment problems experienced 
by national servicemen, particularly graduates. For the graduate the military 
milieu was harsh, unreasonable, impersonal and uncomfortable. After the free- 
dom of student life with the taste of academic success still fresh and eager 
to get on with his career, it was difficult for him to identify with discipline 
and the thought that he was just another number. However, with a positive 
attitude to national service and a degree of patriotism this adjustment should 


not be excessively painful. "Unfortunately we find on the majority of our 
university campuses an increasing pressure on our young men to dodge natioanal 
service or to question the underlying motive. "More and more the cry was 


heard; ‘Its an unjust cause','' he said. This attack on the South African 
youth came in the guise of religion or on moral grounds just at the time in 
their lives when they were vulnerable and at their most questioning. He said 
graduates often looked down on their less learned colleagues in the Army. 

They struggled to accept the authority of the standard eight or nine corporal. 
The student was comparatively unresponsive to rules and regulations. The fear 
of the student in particular that he must sacrifice his identity and might 
lose his individuality as soon as he became part of the military set up was 


widespread. Lt-Gen Holtzhausen said there was also a problem of job uncertain- 
ty, caused by the fact that national servicemen were not always paid for the 
length of their service by their employers. "The fighting soldiers’ patriotism 


suffers because thase exempted from service can stay at home and get high sal- 
aries as well as opportunities for advancement,’ he said. [Text] [Johannesburg

BLACK TV AUDLENCE DOUBLES--Almost 42 percent of all city blacks now watch 
television each week, and more than half watch at least once a month, a big 
increase over the past year, a survey shows. The latest black broadcast 
media survey published by the All Media and Products Survey, shows 41,8 per- 
cent of city blacks watched television during the week, compared with 23,7 
percent last year. During the coming year the number of black viewers in 
cities is expected to take another big leap when TV2 and TV3 become separate 
channels, and viewing time will be effectively doubled. More than half all 
city blacks already watch television at least once a month. Last year the 
figure was slightly over one-third. But blacks rarely watch television as 
obsessively as the first white television audiences of the late '70s. Accord- 
ing to the survey only 2,8 percent of black viewers are glued to their little 
screens, watching up to five hours a night. Most give television a casual 
glance of less than one hour an evening, and among them the white television 
channel is still popular: for every five that watch TV2/3, four watch TVl. 
Viewing is still very much a city affair due to the shortage of transmitters. 
In towns black viewership is lower than 38 percent each week surveyed, in 
villages 22 percent and on the platteland only 6,4 percent. [Text] [Johannes-

'He must be motivated, he must 
understand the reason for the military struggle and must show unqualified 
patriotism," said Lt-Gen Holtzhausen. Unmarried young men who were being 
trained far from home with limited contact with parents found it easier to 
adapt, he said.

COUNTRY SAID GETTING CLOSER TO BANKRUPTCY

[Text] Kinshasa, September 29--Zaire is heading closer and closer to 
bankruptcy as the International Monetary Fund continues to withold 
promised aid because of Kinshasa’s inability to meet IMF conditions, 
informed sources said here today, 


Under the IMF plan launched in 1979 to enable Zaire to overcome its serious 
economic problems, Zaire would receive 1,200 million dollars over three 
years, its 4,900 million dollar debts would be rescheduled and widescale 
programme of public investment would be started, 


However, Zaire was never able to fulfil the accompanying conditions, notably 
to cut its money supply and purge its corruption-riddled administration, 
Only inflation was reduced from 100 percent in 1979 to 35 percent in 1981, 
thanks to a devaluation of the currency. 


In fact, Zaire received only one instalment of the IMF cash in July 1980, 
amounting to about a fifth of the original scheduled sum. At the end of 
1981 the programme, the largest IMF project in Africa, was officially 
suspended, 


However, a team of IMF experts is still in Kinshasa and negotiations are 
continuing between the two sides in an effort to redefine the bases for 
resuming aid, 


But many observers are openly pessimistic on the outcome of these talks, 
given Zaire's ever-worsening economic situation, 


By December this year, informed sources said, the foreign debt will amount 
to 5,200 million dollars, Repayment for the current year has been fixed 
at 650 million dollars, but Zaire will not be able to come up with more 
than 230 millions. 


The budgetary deficit which has been chronic for many years will also have 
practically doubled compared with 1981. But Zaire, which is totally 
dependent on other countries to sustain its capitalist-type economy is 
apparently unable to fill the gap. 
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The drop in the world price of its principal products (copper, cobalt and 
zinc), forcing it to sell at a loss, coupled with the almost institutionalised 
corruption, means that Zaire has been facing a scarcity of foreign currency 


for months, 


As a result the authorities have been forced to ration a number of imports, 
notably fuel. Lines of cars stretching several kilometres (miles) and a 
three-day wait for supplies are now common in Kinshasa, 


The purchasing power of the average Zairese continues to drop, but the rise 
of a parallel economy based on the black market and widespread speculation 
has helped to maintain a semblance of balance and appears to be essential 
to the stability of the country. 


Meanwhile the authorities, anxious to stave off public discontent, are 
trying to stop the most yawning gaps as they appear. (A.F.P.) 
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RELATIONS WITH BELGIUM THREATENED BY BLUMENTHAL REPORT

recovered from the evidence of human rights violations in Zaire at the 
recent meeting of the Peoples Permanent Tribunal in Rotterdam. when 
they were faced with the explosive contents of a report on Zaire’s 
economic situation drawn up by a former expert of the International 
Monetary Fund. Mr. Erwin Blumenthal. The announcement in Brussels 
October | of the creation of a new three-party “front for the restoration 
of democracy in the Congo” is expected to further complicate relations 
between Brussels and Kinshasa. 

The Blumenthal report, which in addition to painting a sombre pictu.e 
of Zaire’s economic future makes some startling revelations concerning 
President Mobutu’s successful attempts to “buy’’ a number of leading 
Belgian politicians, including a~former Prime Minister, the current 
Minister of Communications and a leading policy maker at the Belgian 
Foreign Ministry, has created a major stir in Brussels. The Government 
of Wilfried Martens has launched an inquiry into the allegations — made 
in a special annex which is attached to the report of Mr. Blumenthal by 
former Zairois Prime Minister Nguza Karl I Bond — and promised to 
review its trade and aid links with Zaire by the end of the year. 

Although the accusations have been vehemently denied by all 
concerned, some of Belgium's leading Socialists have been particularly 
embarrassed by the bribery allegations which could imperil their chances 
in the forthcoming Belgian municipal elections. Some even fear that 
President Mobutu, who has acknowledged that he himself gave copies of 
the report to his Belgian and French allies counted on just such an effect. 
The Zairots President has succeeded in one stroke in embarrassing the 
Belgian political world (especially the Socialists with whom relations are 


becoming increasingly difficult) and his rival, Nguza Karl I Bond. who 
has been appointed “spokesman” for the newly formed front for the 
restoration of democracy and whose charges were made in a private 
meeting with Blumenthal. in conditions of secrecy normal on such 


occasions 
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The explosive accusations also detract from the more potentially 
dangerous assessment of the economic situation in Zaire made by Herr 
Blumenthal. The report drawn up for an unidentified “Western 
creditor” by the man who headed the Central Bank of Zaire in 1978 and 
1979, warns that “there is no chance on the horizon for Zaire’s numerous 
creditors to get their money back’. Herr Blumenthal adds that “there 
has been and there remains only one major obstacle to annihilate all such 
prospects .. . the corruption of the team in power’. The report points 
out that ““Mobutu and his government show no concern about the 
question of paying off loans and the public debt. They are counting on 
the generosity of their creditors and the indefinite renewal of the loans 
and their repayments”. Zaire’s debt is currently estimated ai $4.1bn. 

Meanwhile, three major Zairean opposition parties — including the 
Union for Democracy and Social Progress, the Popular Revolutionary 
Party and Neuza Kari I Bond — have decided to work together in a loose 
“front” to restore democracy in Zaire. Despite their basic ideological 
differences. the three members of the front have promised to co-ordinate 
their actions both within and outside Zaire. 

In their first joint appeal. the front members called on French 
President Francois Mitterrand to cancel his visit to Kinshasa for the 
Franco-African summit. A similar appeal was made to the Belgian Prime 
Minister Leo Tindemans who said in Brussels recently that he would also 
visit Zaire shortly, without imposing any conditions

The Prime Minister's spokesman added that the Belgian parliament would 
be debating the policy of Brussels towards its former colony shortly.

Because of this, he must go back to Kasama. The earlier the bet- 
ter.” 

Archbishop Mutale the apostolic administrator of the church 
was archbishop of Kasama before he moved to the Lusaka ar- 
chdiocese to replace Archbishop Milingo four months ago. 


The Kabwe Catholics called 
on the pro-nuncio, representa- 
tive of the Pope to Zambia, 
Archbishop George Zur and 
Zambian bishops to examine 
their silence on the matter. 

The meeting described their 
silence as ‘‘immoral’”’ and said: 

‘*Why is it that they can’t 
face the people? Whose in- 
terests are they serving? We 
recommend that a meeting be 
held soon and an official state- 
ment issued over Archbishop 
Milingo. We will not have pup- 
pet bishops in Zambia.’”’ 

The Kabwe worshippers sup- 
ported Mr Mutafungwa who 
condemned the top. church 
hierarchy for allegedly having a 
hand in the ‘‘detention”’ of Ar- 
chbishop Milingo. 

Archbishop Mutale has 
threatened disciplinary action 
against Mr Mutafungwa. 

in their resolutions, the 
Catholics said: ‘‘We agree 
with the Press statements 
made by Mr Mutafungwa. 
We repeat the warning that 
we know who have caused 
this confusion.

The group said that while it was not instigating a division of the Church 
in the country, this would eventually happen if the Archbishop was not 
returned to Zambia. 


lt attacked the Pro-Nuncio Archbishop George Zur, Archbishop Elias Mutale, 
the 'white'’ clergy and "black'' Bishops of the Lusaka archdiocese as having 
"Boiled and cooked" the whole issue that led to Archbishop Milingo's "exile." 


The Action Group said there were too many questions unanswered by both the 
Vatican and the church leadership in Lusaka which had led to the unsatis- 
factory situation among Christians in the country. 


The Group will therefore seek to find the legality of the Archbishop's 
forced stay in Rome and later consider the alternatives open to tt which 


could include sending a representation to Rome to obtain his release, 


[t would also seek audience with State authorities in a bid to enlighten 
the Party and its government on the saga.

'Ne will also obtain assurances from the Pro-Nuncio regarding the immediate 
unconditional release of Archbishop Milingo to Zambia to enable His Grace 
to register as a voter and this should not be later than October 22, 1982," 
the statement said. 


The Group said it was known among the Christian community in the country 
that Archbishop Milingo was not an ambitious man to contemplate a break 
from the Vatican, 


"But if he decided to break away many of us would go with him and this 
would be a good thing because then we would have a truly Zambian Catholic 
Church." 


The group said the action to "deport" Archbishop Milingo had so far remained 
unquestioned out of obedience "but obedience is a two-way traffic virtue. 

It allows for search of truth through questions and for truthful answers 

for enlightenment." 


The Group pledged to take positive action in the event of failure by the 
Pro-Nuncio to satisfy the peaceful and Christian requests being made in 
respect of Archbishop Milingo. 


It warned church leadership in Lusaka against intimidating individuals who 
were commenting on the issue as it affected their conscience, adding that it 
was wrong to say only a few members of the Laity were interested in bringing 
back Archbishop Milingo. 


The Group, which has spread the campaign throughout the country by appointing 
co-ordinators of action in the provinces will embark on a fund raising 
campaign.

Mr Kaunda did not like to 
create the impression that this 
success meant the company 
was Out of trouble. 

‘*We are not because of the 

r copper prices. So it is our 
intention to consider additio- 
nal measures which we shall 
announce later. And we shall 
ensure that they are imple- 
mented to the letter.’’

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He commended employees 
for their loyalty and dedication 
which contributed to the 
success of the measures. 

He observed that there 
wcre some doubts as to how 

enuinely ZCCM implemented 
the measures. 

He dismissed claims that 
the measures were biased in 
favour of expatriates. 

The vehicles which ZCCM 
was accused of importing 
after announcing the measures 
were actually bought by Roan 
Consolidated Copper Mines 
(RCM) and Nchanga Consoli- 
dated Copper Mines (NCCM). 

Because it took long for 
imports to arrive by sea, the 
vehicles arrived after the 
merger of the two mining 
companies. 

‘They were on the high 
seas when | was announcing 
the measures."’ 

Contrary to what some 
people said, most of the 
vehicles were not luxury cars 
for management but they 


included ambulances and

On salaries, he said pay for 
expatriates had not been in- 
creased and there had never 
been a time when ZCCM said 
the salaries of expatriates 
and Zambian miners would be 
brought at par. 

The truth was that the 
salaries of local miners were 
increased as per collective 
agreement signed early this 
year. 

“It is also a fact that the 
new conditions of service for 
expatriates are more favour- 
able than in the past although 
this does not mean extra cost 
to the company.’’ 

The conditions had been 
made attractive to the expa- 
triates because ZCCM had 
changed the system of employ- 
ing them. 

‘They are now employed 
by Zambia Appointments 
Limited and seconded to 
ZCCM."’ 

Under this arrangement, 
they did not pay income tax. 
Part of their salaries is paid 
to them in foreign exchange 


because ZAL was exempt 


from paying tax in the UK. 
‘Although the expatriate is 
getting the same as before, 
he is now happy because his

Expatriate labour cost had 
gone down by 20 per cent 
now than before. And because 
the company was able to pay

“We are now going for 
quality and not quantity. 

Following the measures, 
162 of the SOO expatriates 
declared redundant had left 
Zambia. 

Explaining why ZCCM 
could not give equal pay to 

mbian and expatriate 
miners, Mr Kaunda said it 
would be unwise to do this 
because if expatriate Salaries 
were brought down to that of 
Zambians, there would be no 
expatriates in the mines. 

fF *Zambians were to be 
paid what the expatriates 
were getting, the company 
would be broke. ‘“‘It cannot 
meet this requirement be- 
cause expatriates get a lot of 
money.”

The decision to establish Zambianisation committees at each division of 
the mines follows a heated and frank meeting betwean MUZ chairman Mr 
Timothy Walamba and ZCCM chief executive and chairman Mr Francis Kaunda 
last Thursday. 


In an interview with the Times of Zambia yesterday at his Parklands home, 
Mr Walamba said MUZ was not happy with the manner in which positions were 
being Zambianised on the mines. 


The Zambianisation committee headed by Minister of State for Labour and 
Social Services Mr Cosmas Masongo was not enough to go round parastatals 
and other sectors checking on progress of the programmes, 


It was agreed at the meeting that the Zambianisation committee at each 
division should have powers to monitor related activities and its findings 
be submitted to Mr Masongo's committee, 


What was remaining now was to work out the mechanics of these committees 
which would comprise MUZ officials, employers’ representatives, works 
councillors and Party committee members, 


MUZ was waiting to hear from CZZM on when arrangements for the committees 
could be thrashed out. 


During the meeting Mr Kaunda agreed to brief the Press this morning on the 


developments of the cost-saving measures which he announced a few months 
ago. 
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Mr Walamba said he was not happy with the way the measures were being 
implemented, 


"IT am not blaming the ZCCM executive, but I am blaming the divisional 
management who have chosen to misinterpret these instructions," 


He cited reports circulating in townships that miners were being sacked 
over flimsy reasons, He felt that because of the cost-saving measures 

some divisional managements had taken advantage of the situation by getting 
rid of workers on petty grounds, 


Mr Walamba and Mr Kaunda agreed that each division should submit to the 
MUZ national chairman upp-to-date information on how many people had been 
dismissed and for what reasons. 


"Where we find reasons for discharging not convincing then the law will 
take its course," 


The MUZ chief had received reports on recent dismissals from the Copper 
Industry Services Bureau (CISB), but he was not satisfied because these 
only showed figures and did not state the reasons. 


"Il have rejected the report and asked for information and CISB has agreed 
to give more details on the reasons for discharges," 


When ZCCM introduced cost-saving measures, it was agreed with MUZ that 
people in acting positions should be confirmed and that those who had been 
acting for over six months should be re-assessed and then re-trained for 
future promotion, 


In the recognition of agreement between the two parties, it was agreed that 
persons acting for over a month should take over from an expatriate but 
this was being misinterpreted resulting in some people acting for one year, 
he said, 


Mr Walamba requested the ZCCM chief executive to furnish him with details 
on how many Zambians were in acting positions for a month and had taken 
over from expatriates as well as the number of acting Zambians who had not 
been confirmed or re-assessed,.

TAZARA NEEDS FORTY-TWO POWERFUL LOCOMOTIVES

THE Tanzania-Zambia Railway Authority line needs 
a minimum of 42 powerful locomotives if it is to 
operate efficiently at full capacity, general manager 
Brigadier-General Charles Nyirenda said here. 


Gen Nyirenda who arrived 
from a tour of West Germany 
yesterday, told newsmen that 
Tazara would receive K22 
million worth of diesel elec- 
tric locomotives from Bonn. 

He said 16 of the badly 
needed powerful engines 
would be acquired before the 
end of the year. 


One major problem disrup- 
ting Tazara operations was 
lack of pulling power by 
Chinese-made locomotives 
which would have to be 
repowered. 

Eighteen such locomotives 
would be reintroduced with 
two West German engines 
each. 


He promised better and ef- 
ficient services between Dar 
and Zambian stations once 
the line gets a miniimum of 42 
powerfu. engines which will 
enable lazara to efficiently 
clea: 7“mbian cargo and con- 
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vey po scngers between this 
india‘: sea port and Zambian 
Stati as. 

Tazara is currently 
operating once a week a 
passenger service between 
Dar and New Kapiri Mposhi 
because of a shortage of 
locomotives and technical 
staff particularly on the 
Zambian side. 

Once equipped with the 
basic requirements, Tazara 
will next year start a twice 
weekly passenger service bet- 
ween the two points. 

The West German agree- 
ment to supply Tazara with 
locomotives was in thiree 
phases — one for the supply 
of four engines, the second 
for the 16 engines under 
which Tazara has already 
paid K2.4 million.

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With more investments and

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DBZ, FRG FOUNDATION AGREE TO SET UP COMPANY

[Text] The Friedrich Ebert Stiftung Foundation of West Germany has signed 
an agreement with the Development Bank of Zambia (DBZ) for the setting up 
of a company to be called "Small Scale Enterprise Promotion Limited" (SSEPL). 


The foundation's resident director in Zambia, Mr Friedrich Brunke said 
yesterday that the formation of the company was aimed at promoting small 
scale industries in rural areas, 


The operations of the new company will start off with an initial capital 
of about K400,000, Mr Brunke said. 


The Foundation, as senior partners in the project, will invest K315,000 and 
own 75 percent shares while DBZ will put in about K100,000 and own 25 percent 
of the shares, 


"We hope exchange control formalities can be completed by next month so that 
it (the company) can be registered," he said. 


Mr Brunke said the Foundation would have liked to own equal shares with DBZ 
in the company but that this was not possible because of the bank's statute 
which forhade it from owning more than 25 percent in any bus.ness venture. 


"But once the company is established with subsidiaries in various parts of 
the country, institutions, groups of people or individuals will be free to 
come and buy shares," he said, 


Mr Brunke said the aim of setting up the company was not to mke profit but 
to provide technical know-how, financial resources and employment oppor- 
tunities to budding entrepreneurs, especially in rural areas, 


"This is why we are going to have the holding company here in Lusaka to 
facilitate smooth operations of subsidiaries in rural areas," Mr Brunke 
said. 








People with viable ideas of embarking on a business venture at relatively 
reasonable costs and using local raw materials will be assisted. 


He noted that such ventures could only succeed if set up in centres with 
dense populations to provide manpower, 


Mr Brunke said at the moment there were many young men with good educational 
background and qualifications in various fields who lacked capital to go 
into business ventures, 


This problem was compounded by the present situation of lack of employment 
opportunities the country was facing. 


According to Mr Brunke, Small Scale Enterprise Promotion Limited is not 
meant to compete with the yet to be formed Small Industries Development 
Organisation (SIDO) but rather to supplement its efforts. 


While SIDO will be a consulting institution for upcoming entrepreneurs, 
SSEPL will be actively engaged in running business organisations.

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ECONOMICALLY, things are going to get worse for Zimbabwe 
in the months ahead before they get better. 

The “substantial” cuts in foreign currency allocations and 
the reduction of the holiday allowance from between $600 and 
$800 every two years to $300 for one year, announced by Dr 
Chidzero on Monday, are just part of a general downward trend. 
Already two other ministers have warned that the slump in min- 
ing could set back development in Zimbabwe. 

The question is: Will the economy bottom out over the 
next few months, or will the decline continue unti) the Govern- 
ment is forced to review its ambitious programme for economic 
liberation ? | 

The answer to that depends on the “ifs” and “whens” in 
Dr Chidzero’s stateme..:: When the world recession eases; when 
the Government’s development and investment programmes start 
to pay off; and if the private sector and the parastatals cau 
stretch their dwindling foreign currency to generate more exports. 

Exports are the key to the problem. A recent survey by the 
Confederation of Zimbabwe Industries showed that with new 
machinery and a $77 million outlay on raw materials, the manu- 
facturing industry could increase its exports from the 1981 level 
of $140 million to about $335 million a year. 

It is obviously thai degree of resilience and responsiveness 
that makes Dr Chidzero confident that the Zimbabwean economy 
is well placed to weather the recession and that currency allo- 
cations and holiday allowances have gone as low as they need to. 

Anyway. things will have to get a lot worse before the 
Government is forced, as the Zambian administration has been, 
to halt holiday and business allowances and suspend all import 
allocations.

FARMERS GET MORE CASH FOR SOYA CROP

AN ADVANCE producer 
price for soya beans was 
announced by the Min- 
ister of Agriculture, Sen- 
ator Denis Norman, in the 
Senate yesterday in a 
crop-by-crop review and 
forecast of the agricul- 
tural industry. 


The minister announced 
that the advance price for 
soya beams next season 
will be $260 per tonne, 
class B. The price was 
formerly Z$200. 


The price was intended 
to stimulate more soya 
bean production as the 
country’s large stocks of 
maize indicated a need to 
support an alternative sum- 
mer crop, and to alleviate 
the present shortage of 
vegetable oil. 

The current soya crop 
was expected to be about 
85 000 tonnes, a “marked 
increase” on the previous 
season, but there was still 
a need for further develop- 
ment and growth of the 
crop. 
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Senator Norman also 
said the Ministry of Trade 
and Commerce had ap- 
proved the allocation of 
foreign currency to enable 
20 combine harvesters to 
be imported for the soya 
bean and wheat crops. 

On maize, the minister 
urged farmers to consider 
alternative crops because 


of the large carry r 
stocks which were tly 
straining the co "s 


services and fimancia)] re- 
sources. He called for a 


reduction in fhe 1988

For the, second suc- 


cessive year the Grain 
Marketing Board had 
taken in @ massive crop, 
reversing the situation in 
1979-80 when total de- 
liveries were below re- 
quired domestic consump- 
tion.

Grazing in most areas, 
even on commercial 
farms, was critical and 
communal farmers were 
cutting fences on commer- 
cial farms and pushing 
their stock across to 
grase. 

Commercia! farmers 
had tried to stop this by 
impounding the animals 
but had been threatened 
by the owners. 

“Seme have been 
threatened with death,” 
said Mr Sayers. Com- 
mercial farmers who had 
agreed to allow commu- 
nal stock to graze on 
their land were also ex- 
periencing problems.

THE need to diversify erop production in this eountry hes 


probably never been greater than it is today. 

When the Minister of Agriculture, Senater Denis Norman, 
announced an advance increased producer price for seya beans 
on Tuesday he said the increase of $60 from $200 a tonne was 
intended to boost production of the crop. He said our maize was 
doing badly on the export market because of financial problems 
experienced by potential buyers. There was therefore a need 
to support an alternative summer crop. 

In the past, farmers have responded well te price incentives. 
Now we have two years’ maize supply in stock as a result of a 
price incentive given in 1980. Their ability to diversify to soya 
beans will be significant in vidW of the shortage of edible coils. 

But by and large diversification should be seen in the eon- 
text that it is the long-term tripod on which will rest the entire 
agricultural industry. Through it we can grow other creps apart 
from maize, not only for our consumption bet for export te 
improve our depleted foreign reserves. | 

In his major policy statement on agriculture, Senator 
Norman also spoke of the need to inerease generally the output 
of many other crops. 

A new approach appears necessary here not only to sueceed 
in diversifying but also to increase the output of such crops as sun- 
flowér, groundnut, tobacco, coffee, wheat, ete. For much too long 
we have leaned on the big commercial farmer to produce most 
of the cash crops. It is time also that the smaller farmer was 
sensitised and helped through technical expertise and loan 
facilities to play a bigger role. 

Why, for instance, can’t peasants or small-scale farmers be 
assisted to start co-operative dairies — or collective ranching? 

The Government is obviously doing much to uplift these 
people. They have the desire and determination. What they need 
is the right push. 
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NEW INVESTMENT CODE RELEASED

LOCAL participation by foreign investors in 
Zimbabwean companies should preferably be 
not less than 20 percent, says the Gevernment. 


Releasing its long- 
awaited investment code 
yesterday, it said remit- 
tances were subject to 
external and internal 
stresses and constraints. 

The authorities were 
well aware of the impor- 
tance of the flows in ex- 
change control policy, said 
the report. 

“Government is_ there- 
fore determined not to re- 
duce the degree of remit- 
tability of investment in- 
come presently in force, 
except in the event of ex- 
treme balance of payments 
stress. 

“Indeed it is Govern- 
ment’s policy to liberalise 
the rules ag soon as pos- 
sible.” 

The report, produced by 
the Ministry of Finance, 
Economic Planning and 
Development, contains no 
surprises and merely puts 
on paper established guide- 
lines. 

It spells out investment 
priorities, legal provisions, 
exchange control regula- 
tions, taxation rules, Gov- 
ernment policy’ and arbi- 
tration procedures. 

Double taxation agree- 
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ments are mentioned, but 
any mention of insurance, 
inserted in the original 
Graft, has been omitted. 

According to business

RIO TINTO SUBSIDY--In a bid to stave off the closure of the Empress nickel 
mine, the Government has lent the operators, Rio Tinto Mining (Zimbabwe) 
$2,7 million. The loan is at current prime lending rate of 13 percent. 
Additionally, Rio Tinto has withdrawn notices to lay off 1 000 miners, 
according to Mr Jeffrey Mutandare, secretary of the Associated Mineworkers' 
Union of Zimbabwe. Talks between Rio Tinto and the Government resulted in 
the mine being allowed to continue operations while a report on its 
viability is compiled by both parties. International metal princes have 
reduced nickel earnings to US$1,75 a pound while the producer price 
currently stands at US$3,20. Talks between both parties on the future of 
the Zinca platinum plant are continuing and are expected to be finalised 

in the next two weeks, The mineworkers' union expressed its gratitude to 
the Government and Rio Tinto for reaching an "amicable solution" after 
months of protracted and delicate negotiations.
